Boston, Mase., Oct\17.—[Special.}~To sav 
that rage, in ‘which a proper grief is mingled, 
fills the souls of the good people of South 
Boston just now, is to paint the fact in its 
very lightest colors. 

The peninsular section of the Hub has 
been insulted, and publicly, and its fair fame 
held up as a target for ridicule all over this 
broad continent, 

The trouble all arises from a story printed 
in this month’s Century Magazine. It Is 
called “A Little Fool,” and Agnes Blake 
Poor is the name signed at the end. Her 
identity is a small matter compared with 
the rage of the first South Boston man who 
read it. That gentleman quickly told his 
friends of the scurrilous mention of the dis- 
trict by the writer, and in a single day the 
report had traveled up and down the penin- 
sula like é rumor of an epidemic. 

The affa eved the distinction of a pub- 
lic clamor when: the South Boston Citizens’ 
Association became impressed with its grav- 
ity and decided that official action must be 
taken upon it. , 

An indignation meeting was called and at 
Gray’s -Hall over 100 members gathered to 
show their scorn of Agnes Blake Poor. John 
B. Martin, President of the association, was 
in the chair and he at once announced the 
purpose of the meeting. 

“The good name of South Boston had 
been attacked,” he said, “in an insidious 
and harmful piece of fiction,” and he 
thought it time to utter a ringing protest 
against the evident bias of the writer and 
against the Century Magazine for allowing 
its pages to be the vehicle of such a'slander. 
He would. therefore call &pon the Rev. 
Albert Bugene George, rector of St. Mat- 
thew’s Episcopal Church, to read the story 
that all might hear the foul calumnies.

A- series of remarkable advances has 
been made during the last six weeks, but 
that of yesterday discounted all previous 
efforts, and it was all scored in a short Satur- 
day session. : 

Six weeks ago December wheat was selling 
around 67 cents, and conservative 
speculators could be found willing to discuss 
the prospect of lower prices and even of 50- 
cent wheat. A few weeks later, emboldened 
by a sharp rally, the more enthusiastic bulls 
were talking of 70 cents for wheat. The 
market went through 70 cénts with scarceiy 
any opposition and there was even icss 
“ even figure ” selling at 75 cents. 

At the close of the market yesterday no 
one had anything to say regarding lower 
prices, and the enthusiasts were talking of 
80 cents tomorrow, and a dollar in the imme- 
diate future. —

The mail bag of the consulate, with letters 
and packages addressed to London, disap- 
peared last night, and Mr. Sanderson be- 
‘lieves tt was stolen and not lost. It con- 
tained many valuable papers and official cor- 


respondence, and the thief, it is argued, evi- 


dently expected to make a rich haul. - 

At the consulate the theory is held that 
members of the Irish revolutionary party 
had a hand in the disappearance of the pouch. 
The idea is encouraged on the suspicion they 
may have supposed it contained inférmatien 
valuable to them. ‘This, however, is repu- 
diated by leading Irish agitators. They will 
continue to agitate, they say, but will not 
stoop to steal.

Three men are locked up at the West Thir- 
teenth Street Police Station on suspicion of 
being the gang that held up the Western 
Foundry officiais on Sept. 25 last in the office 
of that concern at Thirty-sixth place and 
Albany avenue and secured $1,600 in cash. 

The arrests were made last night. 

The men under arrest are: 

Harry Featherstone, said to have served 
a term in Joliet for a bank robbery at South 
Chicago; arrested at No. 861 East Indiana 
street. 

Felix Sharkey, said to have served two 
terms in Joliet, one for robbery and one for 
burglary; arrested at Forty-eighth street 
and Ashland avenue. 

John Sharkey, arrested at No. 1304 Van 
Horn street. ~ ; 
Lieut. Stewart and Detectives Halpin, 
Kares, Condon, and Keefe have been work- 
ing on the case since the noted robbery hap- 
pened, and feel sure they have the right 
men, for tt is understood that they have been 
identified by the officers of the foundry 
company and by an employé at the stables 
of the Barron Livery company, No. 280 
South Hoyne avenue, from which the rob- 
bers secured the rig they used in carrying 
out their daring exploit.

HAS $1,000,000 WORTH OF CONFIDENCE 


Jones & Laughlin Company Invest 
That Amount in Pig-Iron Antici- 
pating McKinley’s Electiew. 


Pittsburg, Pa., Oct. 17.—[{Special.}—B. F. 
Jones, ex-National Chairman of the Repub- 
lican Executive committee, has so much faith 
in the election of McKinley and the triumph 
of sound money that he has invested nearly 
$1,000,000 in pig tron. His firm, the Jones 
& Laughiin Company, Limited, has over 60,- 
000 tons of pig iron piled up in its mill yards 
at the Eliza furnace on Second avenue and 
the American steél works on the South 
Side. . 

This immense surplus has been accumulat- 
ing since July 1, and is being added to at the 
rate of about 500 tons daily. 

On Nov. 3, the day Mr. Jones expects Maj. 
McKinley will be el-cted President, it will 
approximate 70,000 tons, which at current 
quotations, $12.25 per ton, will represent an 
invested capital in this product alone of 
about $850,000. 

This surplus has not been produced for 
speculative purposes, although the firm will 
profit by the advances in prices resulting 
from Republican success at the approaching 
election. The three Eliza furnaces “were 
kept in steady operation throughout the 
period of industrial depression and their 
products absorbed until the latter part of 
June. “Then business became so demoralized 
and so many orders were cotintermanded 
that most furnaces were then shut down 
indefinitely, and stocks of ore previously 
contracted for them either left on the e- 
side docks or disposed of. Ore is purchased 
in advance for a year, and Jones & Laugh- 
lin have brought their supplies te Pittsburg 
and kept their furnaces in steady operation, 
confident in the defeat of the silver ticket, 
which they believe will result in higher prices 
and better times. 


BISHOP POTTER'S NIECE A CATHOLIC. 


She Enters the Communion eof the 
Chureh of Rome, Causing Her 
Family Much Displeasure. 


New York, Oct. 17.—[Special.}—While the 
Rt.-Rev. Henry C. Potter, Bishop of the 
Protestant Episcopal Diocese of New York,,. 
has been making bitter attacks on the recent 
encyclical letter of the Pope one of his own 


family, his favorite niece, Florence Thomp- 


son, has become @ Roman Catholic. Sosays 
a story from Florence, Italy, where she 
makes her home. 

Still more grave for the Bishop’s peace of 
mind, if the story be true, she entered the 
Catholic communion @ year ago secretly, and 
two weeks ago mustered courage to tell her 


‘family about ‘t. 


Florence Thompson (“Fiossie” was the 
Bishop's pet name for her), is the youngest 
child of Mrs. Launt Thompson, who before 
marrying was Maria Potter, the Bishop's 
Tt is not known what impelled Miss Thomp- 
son, except her statement that she was im- 
pelled to a change of faith by her own con- 
science. As soon as Mrs. Thompson learned 
of her daughter’s conversion in great agony 
of mind she wrote to her brother, the Bishop, 
for advice. He, too, #0 says the story, was 
perturbed by this act of treason to the family 
traditions and was hurt not a little to think 
his niece had not to him for counsel 
before taking the step. 
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his bullish tendencies 
pay him back some of the money which they 
have cost him tn the past with interest. 
Other speculators who have been conaist- 
ently or intermittently bullish have made 
money, but there have been no persistent 
short sellers. There is no Pardridge in the 
market, and no successor has been developed 
who could stand such punishment as would 
have been dealt out in the last few weeks. 


No Big Short Selling... 


It is one of the featuresiof the bulge, which 
is one of the most remarkable in the recent 
history of the trade, that there has been no 
big short selling. A big short interest would 
have made the course of the market a little 
more irregular on the way from 57 cents to 
76 cents. 

Wheat has developed into what old grain 
men refer to kindly as an “ old-fashioned 
bull market.” There have been wilder ad- 
vances and sharper fluctuations in the past, 
but under the existing circumstances the 
speculative movement in wheat has been in 
many respects phenomenal. Money has been 
scarce and speculative interest at the lowest 
possible ebb. 

What are known as the country specu- 
lators, who are depended on to come in and 
add to the enthusiasm on an “up” turn, 
have not had aeans or inclination to trade 
and the professionals had been educated up 
to a theory that high priags were a thing of 
the past. 

Aspect Is Now Changed. 

Now the whole aspect of affairs has been 
changed. Prices have advanced 83. per cent, 
receipts have increased to such an extent 
that the grain receivers have no time to 
brood over encroachments of the warehouse- 
men, and commission firms have forgotten 
that there are such things as telegraph 
tolls, clerk hire, or office rent. 

In the advance which has been under way 
since Labor day there have been few set- 
backs. Realizing sales have been at ever 
increasing limits, and while the higher 
prices have brought out enormous deliveries 
from farmers in this country, arguments 
for higher prices have been piling up abroad. 
Tne international features of the wheat 
market have been brought out in the strong- 
est possible light. 

Attention was firs attracted to supplies 
in Russia. Last year’s offerings of Rus- 
sian wheat had much to do with depressing 
prices. While these shipments were heav- 
iest reports regarding this year’s crop began 
to come in. A big shortage was predicted 
and now seems to be confirmed. The Berlin 
market was the first to reflect the Russian 
conditions with an advance of over 10 cents 
in two weeks. But for the monetary condi- 
tions this would have started a boom here. 
Then came the reports of scaroeity of wheat 
in India, a country which has become one 
of America’s dangerous rivals in the export 
grain trade. California then took a hand 
in the game and sent reports of sales and 
shipments of wheat to Calcutta and of 
export sales to Australia. 


Market Kept Boiling. 

Such an abnormal movement seemed in- 
credible, but the sharp advances in San 
Francisco excited Liverpool, and between 
Liverpool and the Pacific coast the wheat 
market has kept boiling since. The heavy 
receipts of wheat at all primary points, big 
increases in the visible supply, and, in fact, 
everything but news directly or indirectly 
confirming a failure of supplies in wheat 
countries of the Southern Hemisphere has 
been ignored. 7 

As a usual thing in excited markets, Chi- 
cago is inclined to run away from the other 
points. Liverpool. of late has been more 
than leading and San Francisco has been 
making spurts beside which the bulges hers 
look moderate. The advance on Thursday 
was put at 8% cents for the December de- 
livery. For Friday the figure was five 
cents, and about that advance was made 
yesterday in the first hour’s trading. 

Nearly all the traders on the curb yester- 
day afternoon were feeling more bullish 
than at any time since the boom began, and 
they were all talking 80 cent wheat. It is 
to be understood, however, that with the 
speculative element loaded up with wheat 
almost to a man, it is quite natural that such 
sentiment should be indulged in, and there

\ History of the Robbery. 

The holdup of the Western Foundry on Fri- 
day, Sept. 25, was one of the most sensational 
and remarkable of the numeivus recent Chi- 
cago robberies, and came near having the 
extreme of tragic features. 

Two disguised-men walked into the foun- 
dry office at Albany avenue and Thirty-sixth 
place, with drawn revolvers overawed five 
officers of the company, and while one of the 
bandits gathered up $1,600 in cash, the other 
kept the occupants of the office quiet. 

The men then left the place, climbed into 
a buggy near by, and drove rapidly away. 

An alarm was then gfven, and shots were 
fired after the fugitives, who replied with 
their revolvers. 

Their buggy collided with a lamp-post, and 
was wrecked. Jumping into a near-by milk- 
wagon the two men continued their flight. 
Frank Nyhoft, the owner of the rig, started 
efter his vehicle, but as he ran to the horse’s 
head he received a bullet in his leg. The 
robbers then made good their escape.

Michigan reported a total number 
of her industrial establishments of all kinds 
at 8,812; capital invested, $251,000.000: value 
of materials used, $125,900,000; value of pro- 
ductions, $237,000,000; d 165,600 employés. 
The total in wages paid during the year end- 
ing June 1, 1890, was $60,000,000. You know 
better than I do the condition of labor in 
Michigan now. Is it inthe same condition 
that it was in 1890 or in 1891 or 1892”. [Cries,

Resources of the State. 

“In agriculture Michigan is equally prom- 
inent with an acreage Of about 14,000,000 of 
excellent farm lands valued at $500,000,0u0, 
and an annual product of over $91,000,000.

From 1880 to 1890 she 
produced more than 12,000,000 bushels of 
salt, the greatest product of any similar ter- 
ritory in the world.

Big Non-Partisan Rally Under the 
Auspices of the Swedish-American 
Association at Phoenix Hall. 


The first rally of women under the aus- 
pices of the Swedish-American Women’s 
Equality Association was held last night in 
Pheenix Hall, No. 324 East Division street.

** We hear a great deal nowadays,”’ he con- 
tinued, “‘ about the ‘ crime of ’73,’ but noth- 
ing about the crime of civilization—the crime 
of the disfranchisement of woman, a crime 
which keeps one-half the people from exer- 
cising the right of seif-gévernment, The 
laws and statutes of Illinois declare that 
criminals, lunatics, idiots, persons of un- 
sound mind, and women shal! not exercise 
the right of franchise. Woman's claim to 
the franchise is founded upon the broadest 
ground of justice and equity.”

BORROWE BNGAGED 70 ANNA CORBIN. 


Yeung Man Who Did Net Fight a Duel 
with J. Coleman Drayton Is to 
Marry an Heiress. 


New York, Oct. 17.—{Special.]}—Hallett Al- 
sop Borrowe, the gilded youth who didn’t 
fight a duel with J. Coleman Drayton, once 
brother-in4taw of John Jacob Astor, is said, 
according to the stories printed here, to be 
engaged to marry Miss Anna Corbin, daugh- 
ter of Austin Corbin, late President of the 
Long Island railroad, and magnate and 
financier of international repute. According. 
to the reports Miss Corbin has been engaged 
to Mr. Borrowe only @ few days. Owing to 
the tragic death of the young woman's 
father at his country place at Newport, Vt., 
last spring, no general announcement will, 
it is said, be made for monthstocome. The 
wedding will for this reason be postponed 
till the early spring. 

The Corbins are still at their Long Island 
country house at Babylon. Mr. Borrowe is 
in town, but declined tonight either to con- 
firm the report or deny it. 

Miss Corbin is 22 years old, petite, with 
light hair and eyes, and a favorite with all 
who know her, and a great heiress. 

Mr. Borrowé is best known through the 
scandal connecting his name with those of 
Mr. Drayton and his former wife, Augusta 
Astor, daughter of Mrs. William Astor. In 
1892 Borrowe went to Europe soon after the 
Draytons. The young husband claimed 
Borrowe followed them, objected to his at- 
tentions to Mrs. Drayton, and challenged 
him to a duel, But Mr. Borrowe declined 
to fight, and perhaps because of this pru- 
dence is now alive to marry. 

Mr. Drayton inp September, 1894, began suit 
for divorce, Which was withdrawn after 
some negotiations with the Astors, and later 
Mrs. Drayton secured a divorce. She has 
since lived abroad, and her mother has not 
resided in this country since the shock of the

NEW YORK JUNTA DELEGATES IN JAIL 


Charged with a Pict to Blow Up Build- 
ings in Havana to Create 
a Pantie, 


Havana, Oct. 17.—The police here have ar- 
rested two white men and a mulatto, said to 
be delegates from the insurgent junta in 
New York. Théy are also charged with con- 
spiring to blow up buildings by the use of 
dynamite in order to afford an opportunity 
to create a panic and plunder the city. One 
of their accomplices is said to be implicated 
in the explosion at the Governor-General’s 
palace in April last, but there are said to 
be thirty-two men engaged in the plot, some 
of them being in foreign countries and others 
already in the prisons of Spain. 

In an.ehgagement which has just taken 
place between the Spanish troops under 
Gen. Aguilera and the insurgents under 
Delgado the latter lost over 100 killed, among 
them being Dr. Louis Delgado. 

According to official advices received here 
the insurgents who were recently defeated 
at San Blas lost sixty-five killed. The 
Spanish loss was only two killed and several 
wounded.

The recent business compli¢ations of Ab- 
bey, Schoeffel & Grau had beyond doubt, 
however, a severe effect upon Mr. Abbey's 
already diseased condition and hastened a 
death that would otherwise have been de- 
layed. ‘ 

By odd coincidence one year ago exactly 
news of Mr. Abbey’s then awaited demise 
was telegraphed to Chicago. Although ex-.- 
ceedingly ill at that time, he rallied and 
regained ability to direct affairs as usual. 
This last fatal iliness was a sudden turn 
in affairs and a shock to those thrown most 
intimately with him. 

Milward Adams expected Mr. Abbey in 
Chicago next week to arrange preliminaries 
for the Auditorium engagement. 

As far as the recent misfortunes of the 
firm of Abbey, Schoeffel & Grau are con- 
cerned, they remain too freshly in mind to 
need a detailed recall. Statement has been 
made to the effect that Miss Lillian Russell 
caused a loss to the firm of $200,000; the tour 
of Mme. Réjane an expense; the tour of 
Bernhardt a drain; of Mounet-Sully a finan- 
cial fiasco; and the Boston Tremont Theater 
a burden. Alone the opera company, the 
most expensive and yet the most popular of 
all, it was that proved a paying undertak- 
ing. ‘Unlike other paying undertakings of 
the same firm, however, it failed, as in fre- 
quent previous instance, to sustain other 
losses. And for the reason that too many 
of the unfortunate kind hampered the situ- 
ation. 

First Success with Bernhardt. 

Mr. Abbey was older than he was general- 
iy considered, the year of his birth being 
1846. Beginning his career as assistant 
manager of the theater in his native town, 
Akron, Q., his first great impetus came in 
the management of Mme. Bernhardt in 
1879. It was in. bidding her an affecting, 
farewell at this period that Rochefort em- 
bodied his ideas of American appreciation 
in the words: 

“Madame, you are about to leave your 
country people,who appreciate art, and show 
yourself to a public who will rush to see you 
as they would to see a five-legged calf.” 

Notwithstanding M Rochefort’s dismal 
forebodings, and he has had so many of 
them, Mme. Bernhardt’s artistic successes 
and the financial ones of Mr. Abbey gave a. 
crowning point to the careers of each. 

In 1881 Mr. Abbey, in addition to the man- 
agement of three theaters, had both Mme. 
Patti and Edwin Booth under engagements 
for American tours, and in addition con- 
cert and light opera enterprises. The suc- 
ceeding year the Grand Qpera-House in 


investment to Mr. Abbey, who then en.rag d 
with Mr. Schoeffel in the direction of the 
Park Theater, Boston, and the Lyceum 
Theater, London. In this last Miss Ander- 
son appeared during Irving’s American tour. 

The year of 1883 brought the disaster of 
the Metropolitan Opera-House and subse- 
quent trouble in the English tour of Mr.

In 1885 came the consolidation with Mr. 
Maurice Grau, his most formidable rival.

- In speaking of the 
forthcoming opera season by the Metropol- 
ora ia Mr. Milward Adams said last 
night: ' 

“At no time in the history of the firm 
would the death of¢Mr. Abbey, -sad as the 
loss is, have seriously affected the operatic 
undertakings of the firm, and now least of 
all, when the organization is in the hands of 
a committee of which Mr. William Steinway 
is the head. Mr. Grau sails for this country,at 
least by arrangements prior to Mr. Abbey’s 
death, the last week in October. The season 
at the Metropolitan opens Nov. 18.”

LOOK FOR WALTER HUNT'S RELATIVES. 


Man Said .to Have a Brother in the 
Cakgadian Parliament Dies at 
the County Hospital. 


Walter Hunt, when in health, used to talk 
of a brother as a member of the Canadian 
Parliament, and now, while he i{s lying at 
the County Morgue, with Hfe extinct, the 
authorities are trying to locate his relatives. 
If they do not come forward the body will bg 
laid in the Potter’s field. 

Hunt died of an aggravated case of pneu- 
monia in a rear room of the building at No: 
701 South Western avenue, and thus ended 
a life which, used to say, was once hon- 
ogable and profitable. He was:an educated 
man and had lived 46 years. 

For the last two years Hunt had lived in 
the family of George A. Ellis, No. 982 West 
Thirteenth street, where he worked’ as a 
laborer, yet was as a member of the family. 
Save when he was in his cups, which was not 
often, Hunt caused Ellis and his wife to 
marv el at the education, refinement, and 
good breeding that cropped out at intervals. 

Sometimes he was in a reminiscent mood 
and would talk of his two brothers, one of 
whom, he explained, was by profession a 
physician, while the other wds a dentist, 
both living in Canada; whence Hunt himself 
came. Never, however, did the man go 
so far as to tell the first names of his broth- 
ers, or to make known their addresses. 

When Hunt was taken sick he went to the 
rear room of the building at No. 701 South 
Western avenue, and to bed. He lay there 
and suffered for one week and until the 
seriousness-of his case was reported to the 
police. An ambulance was sent to.bear the 
sick =e to the County Hospital, where he 
died so after his arrival.

told no tales. There was an inquest held on 
Wednesday morning and the cause of death 
Was ascertained to be pneumonia.

. Lexington, Ky., Oct. 17.—{Special.}—The 
twenty-fourth annual fall meeting of the 
Kentucky Trotting Horse Breeders’ Asso- 
ciation closed this afternoon after ten days 
of splendid sport. The meeting has been one 
of the most successful in the history of the 
association, having been favored with good 
weather and exceptionally large attend- 
.ance each day. : 

During the ten days thirty races were de- 
cided and $75,000 distributed in stakes and 
purses. The world’s double team record for 
pacers was reduced from 2:12% to 2:00%, 
this feat being accomplished by Miss Rita 
and Josie B. The track record was reduced 
to 2:03 by Star Pointer in the free-for-all 
pace, and the race.record for 3-year-old 
pacers, 2:004%, was equaled by King of Dia- 
monds in the final race of the meeting. Rose 
Croix was the largest.money winner, and 
among those fortunate enough to capture 
more than one race were Royal Victor, Bar- 
on Rogers, China Silk, Roloson, and Rose 
Turner. 

No admission fee was charged today and 
the attendance was probably 6,000. There 
were three races on the card, but none of 
them had a iarge field of starters. The first 
and third were won in straight heats, but 
the second, which was for 2:11 class trot- 
ters, was stubbornly contested. Richard 
Curtis finally captured the prize in the fifth 
heat with Baron Rogers. Fred B. won the 
first heat, with Lilly Young second and 
Senator A. third. Baron Rogers won the 
second and third heats, but Lilly Young got 
the fourth. In fhe fifth heat Curtis’ horse 
won handily, with Fred,B. second and Lilly 
Young third. 

The first race was the Johnston Stake, 
worth $2,000, for trotters.of the 2:24 class. 
It had for starters Red Star, Nancy L., Viola 
Bel, Minting, and Squeezer. The last-named 
was favorite at $25, field $12, before the first 
heat, but @e won this in handy style and 
no more ols were sold on the race. He 
took a record of 2:15% in the last heat, when 
he was driven out to a close finish by Red 
Star.

Former Owner of Notorious Animal 
Makes Non-Committal Affidavit. 

Fantine, G. C. Goodell’s bay filly, who fs 
claimed by some to be a “ ringer,’’ was en- 
tered for the half mile dash yesterday at 
Ideal Park, but before the event was called 
she was excused. Judge Clark gave as his 
reason for not’ letting her start that he is 
still making an investigation of her sen- 
sational run last Monday. George Ashbrook, 
who sold Fantine to G. C. Goodell, was at the 
track yesterday, but he was unable to posi- 
tively identify the filly. He said he thought 
his trainer could identify her and sent a mes- 
sage to Cincinnati ordering him to come 
to Chicago at once. The following is the 
affidavit made by’him: . 

Ideal Race Track, Wis., Oct. 17, 1896.—I, George 
Ashbrook, having this day seen the filly at the 
race track called Fantine am unable to positively 
state whether or not she is the horse of that name 
sold by me to George C. Goodell. I am of the 
opinion that my trainer, F. B. Van Meter, will 
be able to positively identify her. and will en- 
deavor to have him come here for that purpose.

The attendance at the park was not good 
yesterday on account of the threatening 
weather, bit those who were there saw 
some good racing.

Where Truth Is Embarrassing. 

Sir Edward Clarke’s bad break from ap 
English point of view with regard to the 
Venezuela dispute has irritated his country- 
men considerably. Most of them agree with 
what he said, but they blame him severely 
for “embarrassing the Salisbury govern- 
ment’ by saying: it right out loud as he did. 
fhis crime of *“* embarrassing the govern- 
ment” by expressing an honest opinion is 
getting to be something worse than treason, 
apparently, in some English eyes. Lord 
Liosebery shuddered and resigned when he 
was urged to commit it; and now Sir Edward 
Clarke is threatened with dire penalties. 

As a matter of fact Clarke said as much 
and more last January when the question 
was in a more critical phase. Speaking ata 
public meeting at Plymouth Clarke said he 
saw in the Times the statement that Great 
Britain would not submit to arbitration of 
her Claims in British Guiana within the 
Schomburgk line, and would submit to arbi- 
tration nothing except what was outside the 
line so named. Now, if that were the atti- 
tude which this country were going to take, 
we should have a war with the United States, 
and war in which we would not be right.” 

It was suggested that the Schomburgk 
line, drawn in consequence of a @gepatch ot 
the Foreign Office in 1840, was the line of 
concession; and not the line of specific Brit- 
ish claims. He did not think it was possible 
to contend that Lord Palmerston was a 
man to limit lightly the territories of this 
country, and it was perfectly clear that the 
line thus marked was the line over which 
we intended to claim jurisdiction. Nothing 
had happened since 1840 which could en- 
large our territory in the district. Nothing 
had happened since that date to give us 
any land to which we were not then en- 
titled, and although it would undoubtedly 
be wise to have open certain points for con: 
sideration in making a new settlement, he 
did not think it was possible now to contend 
fifty-five years after that paper was writ- 
ten and that map prepared that our territory 
was extended. 

It may be added that the opinion now is 
well nigh universal im this country that Lord 
Salisbury will and shouid make any con- 
cessions in reason necessary to an immediate 
settlement of the controversy.

German Criticism Irritates. 
Nothing that oceurs In Europe excites so 
much displeasure in England as the under- 
tone of bitterness and suspicion with which 
the German press disciisses every question 
in which that country is directly interested. 
French dislike and Russian resentment have 
-been accepted with indifference for many 
years as a matter of course, but German crit- 
icism of English policy causes intense irrita- 
tion and a feeling of distrust. 


Vantage of German Merchants. 

Mr. Woodall, who has recently been in- 
vestigating the technical schools of South 
Germany, has made an address in Leicester 
and sounded a loud warning aga‘nst de- 
atructive competition ,based upon superior 
training.

It seems 
to be the consensus of critical opinion that 
the book should have been boiled down to 
half its present size; but, at the same time, 
the glimpses of it given by the published ex- 
tracts are undoubtedly entertaining. 

Growth of Editions in Size. 

Vast editions are becoming more and more 
the rule as the area of England’s new novel- 
‘reading class expands. Norwin throws 35,- 
000 copies of Crockett’s “Grey Man” inio 
the market in a lump, and Skeffington got 
26,000 of Marie Corelli’s ridiculous ‘‘ Mur- 
der of Delicia ” subscribed in advance of 
publication. By combining English and 
American subscriptions we get, too, a first 
edition of 45,000 for Ian Maclaren’s “‘ Kate 
Carnegie.’’ 

These figures, a few years ago, would 
have been regarded as incredible; now they 
scarcely attract attention. 

Two Volumes for James’ New Story. 

With searcely an exception the popular 
novels of the last year have appeared from 
the outset in the single volume form. The 
old three-volume system seems to be dead 
and buried, and yet Henry James’ new tale, 
** The Other House,” makes its appearance 
in the library etlition in two volumes. This 
is all the odder because he used to be the 
single-volume exception to the preva- 
lent rule. In any form, however, ‘ The 
Other House” must take a powerful grip 
on readers of intelligence. It is quite out- 
side his usual method. A terrible story is 
‘told in the terms of the comedy almost to tHe 
end, and the climax is of unique force. 

Munkacsy May Paint No More. 

Munkacsy did, after all, it seems, send 
down roots during his long sojourn in Paris. 
and the pulling up of them has hurt him, 
perhaps, to death. The painter left for his 
native land last spring, with glowing plans 
for a renewed career as the greatest man 
in Hungary. Buda-Pesth was eager to doits 
‘share in realizing this vision, but at the 
etart there was a cruel hitch. Munkacsy s 
health gave way as soon as he entered Hun- 
gary. He was forced to go to Baden Baden 
for the summer, without receiving much 
benefit, and now the Hungarian papers re- 
port that he is worse, and unlikely ever io 
paint again. 

Ready to Make Room for Gladstone. 

There is still a lingering doubt in the minds 
of the Liberals as to whethtr Gladstone is 
quite certain not to be seized by a whim for 
returning to Parliament himseif, and thus 
complicating everything. Any number of 
seats would, of course, be at his disposal! if 
he wanted one. Mr. Pritchard Morgan has 
been reported as intending to resign for 
Merthyr Tydvil in order to offer Mr.

‘Tuesday. Until then their whereabouts will 
he carefully concealed by their friends and 
counsel. 

Inspector Arrow, the detective in charge 
of the case, again declinéii yesterday, when 
questioned at Vine Street Station, to say 
whether any new charge will be preferred 
against the Castles or whether any report 
has been received from the police on the con- 
tinent concerning the foreign articles found 


in their baggage. 

At the office of Bernard Abrahams, 80- 
licitor for the Castles, his partner, Mr. Hol- 
\oway, stated in reply to a similar inquiry: 

‘We have heard of no fresh charge. The 
police would be bound to notify us if such a 
charge were to be made. Mr. Castle has with- 
drawn to a quiet country place, where he de- 
clines to see anybody. He is much affected, 
while his wife’s state of health, which was in- 
4ifferent before, is now serious since her 
week’s detention in Holloway Jail. When 
they appear in court again we hope the pre- 
liminary investigation will be finished and 
the case sent to a higher tribunal, by which 
it will be finally dealt with.”’ 

‘Was not the ball fixed at an unpre- 
cedented figure?’ was asked. 

Prohibitory Bail the Intention. 

“It was perfectly monstrous,” he an- 
swered. ‘“ The intention of the magistrate 
was to make it prohibitory, as he takes an 
exceedingly severe view of such cases. In 
fact, he is not a very sympathetic man. 
lle was astonished when the bail was forth- 
coming, but the gentlemen who interested 
themselves in behalf of Mr. Castle could 
have put up a million security if needed. 
The securities were either business on per- 
sonal friends of Mr. Castile. Mr. Guthrie, a 
banker of Idol lane, has long known Mr. 
Castle and was prepared to go security for 
him to any amount. Mr. Castle himself had 
at the time £65,000 ($325,000) standing to his 
credit tn a London bank. 

‘‘It is not true that Lord Rothschild in- 
terested himself in the case, but Mr. Castle 
had among his friends some of the most 
influential people in the City of London, who 
were prepared to do anything in their power 
to help him. Every one who knows him 
knows him to be entirely innocent, and it 
now appears that Mrs, Castle’s state of 
mind at certain periods has been equally 
well known to her friends.” 

‘How will the case go? Mr. Castle will 
be discharged and Mrs. Castle handed over 
to the. charge as being unaccountable for 
her actions, Mr. Castle has been placed at 
once at a great disadvantage in clearing 
himself by the action of the police, who 
have taken all his baggage, papers, account 
books, and everything else. That is their 
usual practice. It causes the prisoners 
great inconvenience and loss of time. 

* Mr. Castle has vouchers for the purchase 
of many of the articles found in his baggage, 
which have been scheduled by the police 
among the alleged stolen property. But he 
cannot get these vouchers until the police 
have concluded their investigations, Many 
of these articles were bought by him to 
give as presents on his return, as well as 
for his own personal use. 

‘*No doubt Mrs. Castle did take some 
of them, but most of those she took were 
utterly uselesS to her. Her conduct was 
foolish, in fact Insane, and the strongest 
expert evidence to that effect can be pro- 
duced at the proper time. There has been 
no new development in the case since last 
in court.’’ 

Your representative then waited on Mr. 
Louis Weill, one of the sureties for the 
Castles to the extent of $50,000. He is one 
of thé largest wholesale watch dealers in 
London, having extensive offices and a 
warehouse in Hatton Garden, the centerof 
the jewelry trade.

Brutality of an Officer. 


An extraordinary instance of military bru- 
tality has occurred at Karlsruhe, A work- 
man, on entering a café, accidentally pushed 
the chair of Lieut. Morned Yon Brueszwitz, 
who demanded an instant apology. The 
workman, who was not aware that he had 
given cause of offense, declined, whereupon 
the Lieutenant drew his sword and would 
have run the workman through the body but 
for the interference of the landlord. Then 
the workman tried to escape, followed by the 
officer, who overtook the fleeing man when 
the latter’s way was barred by a locked door. 
The Lieutenant, who was intoxicated, no 
sooner reached the workman at the door 
than he ran him through the back and killed 
him. No proceedings have yet been taken 
against the officer, whose punishment any- 
way, is. likely to be nominal, on the ground 
that he vindicated his honor... The affair has 
excited the’ utmost indignation. 

A case similar to that of Lieut. von Breusz- 
witz, who, as detailed above? killed a work- 
man, occurred recently at Mannheim, and 
the Liberal members of the City Council 
there are petitioning the seers to for- 
bid officers and private soldiers parading the 
streets with deadly weapons.

in a duel in Duisberg, after the culprit had 
served five months out of his two years’ sen- 
tence. 

Russo-German Tariff Talk. 

The Russo-German tariff conference will 
open shortly at St. Petersburg, and it is be- 
lieved that a settlement of the differences 
will be reached before the end of the year, 
Russia’s important concessions will be the 
lowering of freight rates on Russian rail- 
road lines and a more liberal interpretation 
of the treaty of 1893, which has lately been 
construed to the detriment of German manu- 
facturers. Germany, on its part, will cease 
the excessively stringent hygienic super- 
vision of Russian cattle, meat, cereals, etc. 
These stringent regulations have almost 
destroyed the Russian meat import trade. 

Graduated Scale of Taxation, 

The government is preparing a bill to fix 
a graduated scale of taxation for all firms 
doing an annual retail. business of 110,000 
marks and. upwards, excepting those dealing 
solely in agricultural products. The diet 
has already rejected u similar bill, but the 
agrarians believe it could be passed through 
the Reichstag. :

Emperor William will tomorrow attend the 
unveiling at Porta, Westphalia, of the monu- 
ment erected there in honor of Emperor 
William I. at a cost of 1,500,000 marks. It 
consists of a: series of stone terraces on the 
summit of the Wittekind Mountain 150 feet 
wide and. 110 feet long, with a- cupola, open 
all around, in which is a statue of the late 
Emperor twenty-three feet high.

They Take a Prominent Part in the De- 
bates and the Election at the 
Pittsburg Convention. 


Pittsburg, Pa., Oct. 17.—(Special.]}—Chica- 
goans figured largely in today’s session of 
the National Convention of the Brotherhood 
St. Andrew.

This brought up the subject of boys’ 
brigades. Some delegates claimed it is wrong 
for the church to encourage the military 
spirit. 

The time for the regular opening having 
@rrived the conferences were brought to a 
close for the time being, and James L: 
Houghteling of Chicago, President of the 
National Council, then led in the devotional 
exercises. The first order of business was 
the report of the committee on the college 
work of the brotherhood. It was of a 
routine character, detailing the work done 
by the brotherhood boomers who attend the 
leading universities. 

Mr. Bee’s call for remarks on the report 
brought forth many pointed addresses. Ed- 
win Burritt Smith of Chicago said leader- 
ship is the one thing lacking. He couldn't 
agree with the suggestion made by a pre- 
ceding speaker, that classes ruled in this 
country. He believed that the term ‘“‘ mere 
citizen,’’ as applied to the colored man by 
the court when the government freed the 
negro, placed each man on equal footing, 
although some are richer than others, yet 
the gap between the two extremes is filled. 
Mr. Smith strongly approved the college 
settlement idea.

HIS FATE IS A MYSTERY. 


MAURICE A. DALTON HAS BEEN MISS- 
ING SINCE CHICAGO DAY. _

Last Seen by am Acquaintance, Who 
Noticed Nothing Peculiar’“in the 
Man’s Behavior—Possession of Over 
#100 Leads Friends to Fear Foul 
Piay—Young Wife Is Summoncd 
from the East — Husband a Book- 
binder of Exemplary Habits. 


Maurice A. Dalton, a married man, who, 
with his wife, has been boarding at No. 56 
South Ada street, has been seen by none 
of his friends or acquaintances since the 
evening of Chicago day, and grave fears are 
entertained that he has been the victim of 
foul play. It is -bellieved that he had over 
$100 in his possession when he was seen last, 
and beyond this fact there is absolutely no 
clew as to what may have been hisfate. On 
the evening named he talked with a friend 
named Fred Sprigg at Michigan avenue and 
Van Buren street. 

The missing man was an employé of the 
W. B. Conkey company, for whom he had

worked in the capacity of gilder in their 
book bindery for the last eight years. He 
was a man of exemplary habits, was free 
from financial or domestic troubles, re- 
spected by his employers, and so far as 
known, had no enemies; ‘He never drank to 
excess and was not in the habit of going out 
in the evening, except to meetings of the 
Timoleon Lodge No. 351, Knights of Pythias, 
of which he was a member. 

At the time of her husband's disapppear- 
ance Mrs. Dalton was in Brooklyn, N. Y., 
where for six weeks she had been visiting a 
married sister. She knew nothing of the 
facts in the case until last Monday, when 
she received a telegram at Brooklyn from 
Dennis Dalton, her brother-in-law, asking if 
her husband was with her. She replied in 
the negative and soon received a message 
bidding her to come to Chicago at once, as 
her husband was missing. 

Wife Arrives on the Scene. 

Mrs. Dalton reached Chicago last Wednes- 
day evening. Since that time she has been 
unable to find any trace of her husband’s 
whereabouts, or any clew from which to 
form an opinion as to what fate may have 
befallen him. 

When Mr. Dalton, who is 31 years of age, 
left his boarding place on Friday morning, 
Oct. 9, and when he was seen by Mr. Sprigg 
that evening, he wore a gray suit, a tan over- 
coat, a brown derby hat, white shirt, and 
standing collar. He Is described as having 
a fair complexion, black hair, and gray eyes; 
was about 5 feet and 6 inches in height, 
weighed about 155 pounds, and was smooth 
shaven. Mrs. Dalton states that al! his linen 
was marked with his full name, and that he 
always wore a gold ring bearing his mono- 
gram. 

When Mr. Dalton did not report for work 
on Saturday morning his younger brother, 
Dennis, employed under him, thought little 
of it, and decided to make no inquiries until 
Monday, when he expected his . brother 
would be on hand. He did not appear, how- 
ever, and Dennis than became alarmed. He 
made inquiries at. the -boarding-house in 
Ada street, and at the home of his wife’s rela- 
tives. Unable to find anyone who had seen 
his brother, he sent the telegram to Mrs. 
Dalton, thinking it possible that some sud- 
den impulse might have led his brother to 
join his wife in Brooklyn. 

Mrs. Dalton at Her Wits’ End. 

Mrs. Dalton, upon arriving in Chicago, 
was at a loss to decide.what steps to take. 
Her husband had no particularly intimate 
friends among the men of his acquaintance, 
as he spent his time, when away from work, 
at home. She asked several of his Pythian 
friends for information, and foun@none who 
knew anything about Mr. Dalton’s where- 
abouts. 

Upon making a search of her rooms, Mrs. 
Dalton found that a sum of money which 
they had been saving to again start house- 
keeping was gone from its hiding place ina 
closet. She concluded that her husband 
had taken it with him when he last left his 
room, as the house was to be left alone for 
the day while ail went to see the parade. 
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laid and foully dealt with at night by some 
one who had seen him during the day with 
the money in his possession. 

Mr. Sprigg, who saw Mr. Dalton on the ev- 
ening of Chicago day, and parted with him 
at 8:30 o’clock at Laichigan avenue and Van 
Buren street, noticed nothing strange either 
in his manner, conversation, or appearance. 
Mr. Sprigg is an employé of Donohue, Hen- 
neberry & Co.

G. W. PHILLIPS DIES OF PNEUMONIA. 


One of the Most Prominent Men in the 
Provision Trade in Chicago 
and Cincinnati. 


The death of George W. Phillips, one of 
the oldest provision dealers in the United 
States, was announced on ’Change yester- 
day. He had been a member of the Chicago 
Board of Trade for over thirty-seven years 
and was on ’Change Thursday epparently in 
fair health. The cause of his death was 
acute pneumonia 

Mr. Philjips was born at Cincinnati in 1828 
and was one of the most prominent figures 
in the provision trade of that city before 
coming to Chicago. He was the founder of 
what was known as Phillips’ Exchange in 
Cincinnati, which at one time was celebrated 
all over the world as a center of activity in 
hog products. 

Uptoten yéarsago his operations as a brok- 
er and operator in the Chicago market were 
of large magnitude, especially in connection 
with the firm of Fitch & Phillips. For rif- 
teen years Mr. Phillips was Chicago corre- 
spondent for the Cincinnati Price Current, 
and his articles were accred{ted high au- 
thority at home and abroad. Of late years 
his estimates of provision stocks in Chicago 
near the close of each month have had a 
considerable influence in the market, as they 
were usually confirmed by the official fig- 
ures that came out later. Since retiring from 
his intensely active career as a dealer a few 
years ago he has been considered as the 
Nestor of the provision trade of this city. 

The funeral will be held today at the resi- 
dence of his son-in-law, Walter R. Com- 
stock, No. 5480 Madison avenue.

LOTTERY MEN GIVE BAIL. 


SEVEN “ROYAL SPANISH” SUSPECTS 
ARRAIGNED IN-POLICE COURT. 


Names of the Various Bondsmen—De~ 
tectives Believe Smales Innocent of 
Criminality—How Sergt. Ettleson 
Secured His Evidence—Used a Co}- 
ored Policy Player as an Agent 
Cases Continued to Oct. 27—Accused 
Men Refuse to Talk After Release, 


The seven men arrested on Friday on the 
charge of complicity in the alleged Royal 
Spanish Lottery swindle were arraigned in 
the Harrison Street Police Court yesterday 
morning. On motion of Astogney 2 Morris the 
case’ were continued until Oct. 27. A bet- 
ter-dressed set of men is seldom seen in a 
police court. | 

Bonds were fixed at $600 in each case, and 
the entire party was almost immediately re- 
leased, Philip Lautenschlager, Mayo Tay- 
lor, R. J. Simpson, and R. 8. Smales were 
bailed out by Harry Perry, who is a personal 
friend of Lautenschlager. William Benson's 
bond was furnished by the Franks, ticket 
brokers. James Moscovitz was released 
through the offices 6f Mr. Thomas,/and G. 
H. Nolto was bailed out by his wife. 

Smales told the police that he had met 
Benson only in a legitimate business. He 
had printed business letter heads for him, 
and Benson had asked him to receive an ex- 
press package in Lautenschlager’s name 
merely as a matter of accommodation. The 
police believe this. 


The Main Offices. 

Benson had the office No, 1203 in the Ma- 
sonic Temple, which he had taken in the 
name of William Benzoni. The lettering on 
the door was “ Brahant Toilet company.” 
The office at No, 611, No. 34 Clark street, bore 
the sign ‘“‘ George H. Nalte, Expert Account- 
Lautenschlager was 
often seen at both places. Moscovitz’s head- 
quarters were with Benson in the Masonic 
Temple... 

Direct evidence of dealing fn lottery tick- 
ets was secured by Sergt. Ettleson by the 
aid of a colored man who was sent to play 
policy in the baBément agency at Clark and 
Harrison streets; The man asked for a lot- 
tery ticket and got it. When the drawing 


came off he got a list of the official drawing, | 


but no prize. 

This official list, the police say, was un- 
doubtedly printed in this country. They 
think it came from Evansville, Ind., where 
the tickets were printed. It is stamped on 
one corner: ‘‘ Jim's office, corner Harrison 
and Clark streets, basement.” Attenticn is 
called to the fact that the American fund of 
the “‘ Royal Spanish Lottery” 1s deposited 
in reliable banks in different cities. The 
Chicago bank on the list is the Bank of Com- 
merce. 


How the Tickets Were Prepared. 

The tickets run from “ eighths,’ at 25 
cents, to whole tickets, at $2 each. The 
signature to the tickets and drawings is an 
artistic scrawl that stands for “Antonio 
Delamarbes.”" The declaration is made that 
**the capital prize is $20,000,’’ that ‘‘ one out 
of every seven draws a prize,’’ and that “ all 
tickets printed in English are good for pay- 
ment in United States gold coin.”’ 

Detective Ettleson says that Lautenschla- 
ger has been in the habit of opening the 
package of tickets each month at No. 84 
Clark street and dividing them up between 
that office and the one in the Masonic Tem- 
ple. The others, Ettleson says, then distrib- 
uted them to hundreds of agents throughout 
the city. The detéctive claims to have posi- 
tive proof that there is no connection be- 
tween this lottery and the Royal Spanish 
lottery in Madrid, and, furthermore, that no 
one in Chicago was ever known to draw a 
prize. 

Lautenschlager, Nolto, Benson, and Mos- 
covitz met at the Masonic Temple offices 
after their release on bail to talk the matter 
over, but and all declined to make any 
statement to she press beyond an expression 
of their perfect willingness to trust their 
case to the courts. 


“BUFFALO BILL” PUT UNDER ARREST 


He Tells Municipal Authorities That 
His Show Is Not a “ Cireus.” 

St. Joseph, Mo., Oct. 17.—Buffalo Bill was

DANGER IS IN HOARDING. 


GOLD IS GOING INTO HIDING UNTIL 
AFTER ELECTION. 


La 


This Unexpected Tendency Brings 
About a Bad Bank Statement for the 
Week and Prices in Wall Strect 
Have. Suffered. in _ Consequence— 
Time Is Thought to Be Too Short for 

“Effective Bear Raids So Long as 
Trade and Gold Imports Favor Us. 


New: York, Oct. 17.—{Special.J—The week 

closes with a bad bank statement. Clear- 
ing-house surplus reserves have shrunk 
nearly $4,000,000. The discouraging item of 
the weekly statement, however, is the evi- 
dence it furnishes of a sudden movement 
among the people to hoard money over elec- 
tion. Over $5,500,000 of legal tenders* are 
shown Wy the statement to have been with- 
drawn during the week, with a decrease of 
over $4,700,000 in deposits. 
’ (his is depressing to interests hitherto 
confident that no such hoarding as marked 
the panic time of 1893 would now be known. 
Some of these disappointed ones are trying 
to whistle their courage up with assurances 
that withdrawals represent only further 
shipments of currency West to, be used in 
moving crops. This is specious. It is hard- 
ly correct. 

Since the bank statement was issued, at 
noon -today, I have conversed with half a 
score of the most prominent bankers in the 
city. «Each one is recognized as an author- 
ity. In every case where there has been a 
candid expression of opinion, a frank review 
of the situation, it is admiited that the big 
withdrawals of the week have small conse- 
quence compared with the disposition now 
suddenly developed, and deveioped in unex- 
pected quarters, to hoard gold. Some of the 
instances told to me confidentially are amaz- 
ing. Here is an example which, without 
names, can be cited as a fair illustration of 
what is going on: 

Argument of a Gold Hoarder. 

A New York lawyer of national reputation 
called this week upon the President of a New 
“York national! bank seeking advice; and, 
briefty, this is what he said: 

“There has come into my hands $75,000 
belonging to my sisters. It is al] they have 
in the world. Now, how can I put it where 
it will be safe? If it were my own money I 
‘wouldn’t worry, but the fact that it is not my 
own money and that it involves so much for 
women who know nothing of business makes 
me timid. I don’t want to put it into a bank. 


want to buy government bonds. If Bryan 
is elected government bonds. will be paid in 
50-cent dollars; and I have concluded now 
that it is my duty to convert the entire 
amount into gold, nail it up-in a box, and 
lock it away in a vault. This seems a cow- 
ardly thing to do, but I hardly dare do any- 
thing else. I am ashamed of myself, but 
the more I consider the matter the more con- 
fused and worried I am.” 

“ But,” interposed the bank President, “ do 
you really think that there is any aanger of 
Bryan being elected? ” 

* No; I don’t believe there is the slightest 
danger of it—not the slightest. But this 
money is not my own, you know, and that’s 
what makes me timid.”’ 

Other instances of which I have informa- 
tion at first hand present equally queer 
phases of mental make-ups; and, however 
‘much there may be denials, it.can be depend- 
ed upon as beyond all question that there 
has suddenly arisen a hoarding movement 
which is reaching to proportions which no- 
‘bedy has anticipated. 

Conditions Unfavorable for Bear Raids 


Bear speculators affect to be much con- 
cerned over this. They see in it, they claim, 
influences which are likely to precipitate a 
Wall streét smash before election day. 
This e&pectation is not shared by any cool- 
headed man in Wallstreet. Itis certain that 
every art of manipulation will be used by 
professional speculators to bring about such 
a smash, but outside of the tendency to hoard 
and lock up money, there is not a single bad 
factor in the financial situation. The gov- 

ernment Treasury is snug. The banks of 
the country have not been in so strong a po- 
sition as they now occupy for more than a 
year. Our export movement is reaching to 
figures unparalieled. International balances 
of trade are all in our favor, and tremendous- 
ly so. Foreign gold is coming this way :in 
a steady stream. It is coming in large 
volumes. It is coming naturally. It comes 
because Europe owes it to us. Before this 

gold import movement is stopped we shall 
coendbased more than the $100,000,000, which 
sounded like an extravagant prediction only 
a few weeks ago. These gold imports, in con- 


_ servative circies, are recognized as of them- 


selves an ample offset to all the hoarding 
that is going on or that can go on. 
Then we have only a dozen business days 


‘Jeft before election day is here. Wonderful 
_ things will have to be accomplished by bear 


speculators to manipulate a panic in Wall 
street within that brief period. The great 
big obstacle to bear aggressiveness is the 
tonic influence of what is going on in the 
grain market. With wheat jumping from 
around 50 cents ‘to 75 cents a bushel, and 
every increase in price accompanied by in- 
crease in demand, and with wheat every 
other =American production, it requires 
genius to discover: any reason’ for unhap- 
piness or uneasiness upon the part of the 
people who profit from the, world’s de- 
pendence upon American commodities and 
American markets. 
' Strong Demand for Iron. 


One of the significant developments of the 
week apears in the fact that there is arising 
a’ strong demand abroad for American iron, 
both in crude form and finished products. 
Bearing on this the Engineering and Mining 
Journal—a recognized authority—indicates 
that this demand will probably lead to heavy 
exportation. A significant item in the Jour- 
nal’s current review today says: 

‘“ Thére $ quite a movement in the way of 
exporting Steel nails, wire, and some other 
steel to Germany. It has attained such 
proportions that it is said the German makers 
are reducing prices to shut out the American 
goods. A story is going around that an 
Ohio mill, which had obtained an order 

fér 50,000 ‘kegs of wire nails for Japan, had 
procured the steel at a considerable reduc- 
tion from pool prices, thereby much dis- 
turbing the equanimity of the combine. All 
export arrangements have been disturbed 
by the rise in ocean freights, and the actual 
difficulty in obtaining shipping-room, all

REASONS CLEARLY STATED. 


| A Million of Railroad Men Will Vote ta 


Defend Their Jobs Against Bryan- 
ism—Disastrous Effect of the Elec- 
tion of Bryan and the Adoption of 
Free Silver Coinage on the Railroad 
Wage-Earners Clearly Pointed Out 
~They Won’t Have Him. 


New York Sun, Oct. 16: ‘There are in the 
United States more than 873,000 men in the 
railroad business. More than 800,000 of 
these are classed under the rules of labor 
unions as iaboring men; that is, they are 
not engaged in the offices of the companies, 
but work out on the road. They are con 
ductors, brakemen,.switchmen, engineers 
firemen, trackmen, baggage masters, me 
chanics and builders, machinists, and the 
like. The popular vote for President four 
years ago was a little more than 12,000,000, 
so if all these men engaged in the railroad 
business voted they cast nearly one-ivur- 
teenth of the total vete of the Nation, and if 
they vote this year the proportion will be 
about the same. 

The attitude of so large a body of men in 
an election like the present is of course of 
the greatest interest to the whoie people. 
The interests of these men are so identified 
with the: interests of the whole Nation 
that the probable effect that any outcome 
of an election would have on these interests 
is of great public importance, The men who 


know best what would be the effect of the 


election of William J. Bryan on the wages 
and the interests of the railroad men are 
the practical working railroad officials; the 
men who have the management of the roads; 
who, though they hold executive places and 
are in control of the men who work on the 
roads, are really railroad workmen and work 
for wages just the same as the conductors 
and brakemen and switchmen and track 
laborers do, the only difference being that 
their wages are dignified by the term sal- 

8. 

Where the Shoe Would Pinch. 

The Sun hunted out one of these workmen 
yesterday in the person of Mr. J. G. Mc- 
Cullough, who is the President of the Chica- 
go and Erie railroad. The question was put 
to him: “* What would be the effect of the 
election of William J. Bryan and the adop- 
tion of free silver coinage on the railread 
wage-earners of the United States?’ 

‘It would be disastrous,”’ said Mr. McCul- 
lough. “Every railroad company whose 
fixed charges—that it, the principal and inter- 
est of its bonded indebtedness—are payable 
in gold, as is the case with almost every 
railroad, if not every railroad in the United 
States, would be compelled to purchase gold 
in the open market in order to meet these 
fixed charges. Of course the rates of fare 
and freight would still continue to be col- 
lectible only in the currency of the country, 


which would be silver if Bryan were elected.” 


No Inereased Revenue. 

“ Why would the rates of fare and freight 
necessarily be collectible in silver?’’ asked 
the reporter. 

* Because,”” said Mr. McCullough, *no 
Legislature or Congress would authorize a 
railroad company to collect-its charges in 
goid when silver was the legal tender. Why, 
it is proposed in the Chicago platform to 
forbid by law the making of any contracts 
payable ix gold.” 

‘‘Couldn’t the companies increase their 
rates of fare and their freight rates to make 
up the difference?’ 

“As to increasing the rates, the tendency 
of all legislation has been to compel the com- 
panies to reduce their rates, and there is no 
question that neither Congress nor any State 
Legislature would authorize an increase in 
rates. Such a thing was never known in 
this or any other country—that after the 
rates had once been reduced they were 
raised again by legislative authority.” 

** Would it be necessary to have legislative 
authority to raise the rates?”’ asked the ré- 
porter. 

“The rates of passenger fare are fixed by 
law in almost every State,’’ was the reply. 


“That is, a rate of two, three, or four cents 


a mile, as the case may be, beyond which the 
railroad companies cannot charge. This is 
the maximum rate of fare. The only other 
provision is in the matter of freight rates, 
which the inter-State commerce law says 
shall be proportionately the same on short 
and long hauls, and which must be ‘ im- 
partial and reasonable’ at all times. Well, 
now, I have said that the fixed charges 
are all payable in gold and that the receipts 
are all in silver; therefore it is silver only 
that the companies will have with which to 
purchasé the gold to meet their obligations 
that must be paid in gold. In other words, 
it will take $2 of receipts then to pay $1 of 
gold debt, for to buy $1 of gold it will take 
$2 in silver, and silver will be all that the 
company will have. 
‘Wages Cut in Two. 


“Then the employés of the railroad com- 
panies—that is, all of them from the higher 
efficera down—would be unprotected by gold 
contracts. Their wages’are so much and 
are payable in the currency of the country. 
The railroads, being compelled to accept sil- 
ver from their passengers and their freight 
customers, will have to pay silver where 
they are not compelled by contract to do 
otherwise. Every man, then, who draws pay 
from a railroad company would receive a 
33-cent dollar where he now gets a 100-cent 
doliar. He would have a dollar which he 
‘had earned with 100 cents’ worth of labor, 
but which has only 58 cents purchasing 
power, with which to purchase the com- 
modities that he needs for himself and his 
family, his food, his clothing, and hats and 
shoes, and for the comforts of his home and 
the education of his children. 

‘* As for the railroads doubling the rate of 
wages under free silver,.any one has but to 
read the reports of every railroad in the 


--United States, and he will see that one of 


two things must happen, even if the wages 
remain at the present figure: The railroads 
which now pay dividends must pass their 
dividends or go into the hands of receivers, 
and, furthermore, the probability would be, 
if Bryan were elected, that not only would 
the roads not earn sufficient to declare 
dividends or to keep out of the hands of 
receivers, but that also the wages of the 
employés would have to be reduced. That 
is, not only would the wages be paid in 
stiver, but the men would get fewer 53-cent 
silver dollars than they now get 10U-cent 
dollars.”’ 
Results as Pliain as Day. 

“You sce,”’ said another railroad official 
on this point, “it is as plain as the day. 
Now to illustrate: Here is a road, we'll say, 
that has gross earnings of $5,000,000 a year 
and fixed charges, not including operating 
expenses, of $2,000,000 a year. The oper- 
ating expenses are $2,750,000 a year. That 
the total expenses are $4,750,000 a year 
the fixed charges 


vf $250,000 a year. Now, 


‘being payable in gold and the receipts being 


silver, the company has to pay $4,000,000 in 
silver to get the $2,0UU,000 in gold to pay 
them, so that the fact is the fixed charges 
are $4,000,000 a year in place of $2,000,000. 
Now see where ,we are: Fixed charges, 
$4,000,000; operating expenses, $2,750.0u00: 
total, $6,750,000.»Gross income, $5,000,000; 
deficit, $1,750,000, ‘Instead a profit of $25u,- 
00U.. Where will the $1,750,000 come from? 
The fixed charges cannot be cut. The cut 
must come in the operating expenses, and 
the chief item of the operating expenses is 
the wages of the employés. 

** Now, further, railroads have to have new 
rails’: and new equipment. They have to 
buy these things. The law says that silver 
is legal tender and they can purchase these 
things with silver, the same money that they 
are compelled to receive. But the price of 
steel rails and of railroad eqvinpmeni is not 
fixed by law as is the price of passenger fare, 
so the makers of the rails and the equip- 
ment double the price of these commodities 
under the silver standard, just as the grocer 
doubles the price of the groceries he selis 
and the clothing man doubles the price of 
his clothing: and so, while the railroad has 
the privilege of paying in silver, it takes 
just twice as much silver as it did before. 
You might say that if the grocer and the 
clothing man and the maker of steel rails 
and railroad equipment can double the price 
of' their commodities, then the laborer can 
double the price of the commodity he has te 
sell—that is his labor. But he can’t do it 
because the railroads can’t pay it. Don’t 
you see how plain it is? The railroads sell 


‘transportation. The law fixes the price that 


they cancharge. They can only get so much 
money. If they can get only so much, they 
can spend only so much.” 

° Laying Off Men. 

There is one way in which the raflroad 
companies can save when it is absolutely 
necessary, which neither of these railioad 
men mentioned.

How Balloons Are Handled. 


An army approaches a fortified place. It 
is halted and the balloon corps is ordered out 
to observe the position of the enemy’s lines, 
the disposition of its artillery, the number 
of the troops, and any other facts which the 
giass may disclose, 
A command is passed quickly. A wagon 
drawn by four horses is whirled to the front, 
surrounded by a small mounted escort. With 
@ precision and celerity born of a “ time of 
ace” preparation and 4rill, a great silken 
ag is spread and weighted. Steel tubes 
containing hydrogen gas compressed at a 
pressure of 120 atmospheres are taken out 
and connected with pipes which run to the 
neck of the balloon. In thirty minutes it is 
ready for the ascension, and an officer and 
an enlisted man take their places in the at- 
tached basket and the balloon shoots up- 
ward, unwinding as it goes the cable which 
holds it captive and which is released froma 
reel at the rear of the wagon. 
The enemy, two miles away, has sighted it 
as it rises, and, after a moment spent in get- 
ting thé range, opens with shrapnel and

Impossible to Compute Ravage. 

The most interesting of all these experi- 
ments was the last one made. Men were 
placed under cover so that they could manip- 
ulate the balloon’ and cause it to change its 
position. Its point of departure from the earth 
was 16,404 feet from the battery. It reached 
an elevation of 2,624 feet. As soon as it ap- 
peared above the horizon a battery of eight 
pieces, 3.9 inches caliber, ——— on it with 
shrapnel. At the end of eight Shots an ele- 
vation of 2,461 feet had been obtained, and 
the Captain of the battery set about the task 
of completing the adjustment of the guns, 
Then it was reported by the pointers that’ 
the balloon had changed position, s0 a new 
adjustment was necessary.

Balloon Experiments in Europe. 


Every man who may be called upon some 
day to face bullets or to run the chance of a 
lofty tumble may be pardoned possibly for 
figuring up how many chances he has of 
escape. The balloon corps of the German 
and Austrian armies have been hard at work 
at this problem recently and the other day 
an American army officer translated the 
report of the figuring and the firing for the 
benefit of his fellows. A balloon placed at 
an elevation of 1,812 feet and ata distance 
of 4,593 feet from the guns was pierced in 
several places and fell rapidly after a few 


shots. 
At another trial a battery of four light 


change of position. Eighty shrapnels, fur- 
nishing 10,000 fragments and balls, were 
finally expended, and the balloon was still 
soaring calmly. When it was lowered three 
small holes were found in the silk. 

One of the peculiarities of these trials, and 
one not particularly satisfactory to a man 
who may go up in a balloon some day under 
circumstances of war, is that no lay figure 
was put in the basket to see what share of 
the shots would fall to the lot of a man simi- 
larly placed. . 

There will be some experiments like those 
undertaken abroad in the signal corps of our 
army just as soon as a little money can be 
obtained. When the kite takes its place be- 
side the airship it will be made to stand the 
shrapnel test. Then it will be known 
whether the new field of observation will 
stand the puncturing Mr. Chanute says it 
will, and, barring accidents to the frame- 
work, continue to soar and bear its burden 
of humanity long after its cloth covering 
has taken on the semblance of a pepperbox 
top.

Flushed with the pride of success the new 
devotee begins to enlarge and complete his 
developing and printing outfits, and takes 
pictures right and left. Then he finds his 
camera is of a size too small and he gets 
one larger and more expensive. Next he im- 
proves all his apparatus, getting the new ma- 
terial of a larger size and of a better quality 
than that possessed at first. Then, by nat- 
ural stages, he gets a still more expensive 
instrument, begins to experiment on lantern - 
slides, retouching, enlarging, flash lights, 
and the dozen-odd allureitnents which theart 
always has concealed up its sleeve for the. 
progressive amateur. 
full-fledged camera flend—and no devotion 
-which the wheel ever gets is more exacting 
— that of the artistic amateur photogra- 
pher. 


Joys of the Sport. 


Why picture-taking is so alluring is not 
hard to see. It is clean; healthful, open-air 
sport for the greater part, and is so elastic 
in its requirements that the weak as well as 
-the strong can take partinit. Any amount 
‘of work, from a little to a heavy day’s labor, 


and more or less success attends the efforts 
of the dabbler as well asthecrank. Many 
parents of bright children are finding out 
that picture-taking is one of the most inter- 
esting, instructive, and moral pursuits which 
schoolboys can engage in, and are buying 
cameras as presents for their offspring in 
consequence. But, above all, for securing 
devotion to the art, stands the fact that no 
matter how high tlhe amateur may go in the 
‘art there is always a new vista of absorbing 
interest just opening up, and chances innu- 
merable for skill, experimentation, and im- 
provement. '

es the button to the artistic operator or the

From all these causes it .is certain that 
amateur photography is growing,.with a 
great increase comparable to the hurry days 
of the bicycle business. Its growth in the 
last ten years has been slow and steady, and 
what was to be expected. But since the 
beginning of the warm weather last summer 
the increase has been startling and unpre- 
cedented. This is what some of those con- 
nected with the trade think of the prospects 
for a complete rivalry of the wheel by the 
camera: 


Will Beat the Bicycle. 


“My experience leads me to. believe that 
there are more people using a camera thana 
wheel,” said H. D. Wiles, the head of the 
camera department in one of the large de- 
partment stores. “‘ The photographic sup- 
ply business is growing enormously, and it 
is all coming on lately. The sales this year 
will amount to five times those of-last year, 
and the prices are be constantly’ cut on 
some of ‘the material. It. is practically all 
amateur trade, and the professional photog- 
raphers are the ones who are suffering from 
it. Next year every store in the city which 
handles cameras is going to lay in a large 
stock and to make preparations for a great 
popular craze.”’ 

‘* Business is growing clean out of sight,” 
said George A. Harris, the manager of a de- 
partment in another of the large general 
merchandise stores. “ More cameras were 
sold this season than in the last three years, 
and I anticipate a craze for them next year 
which will beat the bicycle half the distance. 
No, I do not think it isa fad entirely. There 
is really so much of interest in the art that 
those who once begin keep on taking pictures 
all their hves. The possible developments 
are so great, in fact, that I see no reason to 
think there will be a let-up in the demand, 
-and we are preparing for a most important 
season next year.” 

A buyer of one of the large dry goods stores 
which have recently gone extensively into the 
camera trade told the experience of his firm: 
“We began last spring by selling a small, 
cheap camera, as a sort of a toy. Itsold as- 
tonishingly, and the demand for other cam- 
era goods soon became so great that we were 
forced to put in other lines. Since the ex- 
periment was tried we have been doing so 
much business that we have put in a full 
line for amateurs, and are now preparing to 
go into the trade both wholesale and retail.” 

Said the buyer of another firm: “ We have 
just opened up our camera department this 
week, being driven to the step by the demand 
for photographic material from the public. 
The craze is growing rapidly, but I think on 
substantial lines. The younger generation 
in particular is being supplied with. picture- 
taking outfits, and where one begins with a 
cheap camera he always ends by getting an 
expensive article and going into the pursuit 
in earnest. Next year people will be aston- 
ished at the hold photography has taken on 
the public.”’ 

This is the state of the camera craze, as 
seen by those who make a business of study- 
ing it. At present bicycling, while forcing 
itself into greater public prominence, is yet 
not far if at all ahead of the rage for phor 
tography. Next year, these posted ones say— 
just wait till next year.

say to my countrymen that there cannot be 
in a republic any institution exempt from 
criti and that when any institute is 
permitted to assume that attitude it 
will destroy vernment, The 
judicial branch of the government is just 
as much subject to the criticism of the Amer- 
ican eh as are the legislative or execu- 
tive branches, and it needs this criticism 
more than does either of the other two 
branches, because by reason of frequent 
changes the people can make their will felt 
in the legislative and executive offices, but 
as the Federal Judges are not appointed by 
the people and are not responsible to them, 
and for all practical purposes cannot be 
reached except by the moral sentiment and 
sense of justice created in the public mind 
by free criticism. The Judges of our Federal 
courts are as honest as other men and no 
more so. They have the same passions and 

rejudices that other men have, and are 
ust as liable to make mistakes and to move 
in the wrong direction as other men, and the 
safety of the republic not only permits, but 
actually requires, that the action of The 
courts should be honestly and thoroughly 
scanned and be freely criticised, not only 
with a view of arousing resistance to the de- 
cision of the court, but for the purpose of 
forcing the court in the end to see its error 
and to correct it. The mere fact that the 
Supreme Court has all through its career 
repeatedly reversed its own decisions shows 
its fallibility. Everybody admits that the de- 
cision of a court is binding in the case in 
which it was rendered and until it is re- 
versed constitutes a precedent to indicate 
how the courts will decide the same question 
again, but this fact does not prevent men 
from doing what they can to get 
the court to reverse its decis- 
ion. Nor does the decision of the 
Supreme Court in any case become a rule of 
political action the correctness of which 
the voter dare not question. The Supreme 
Court cannot by mere decision upon a con- 
stitutional question rob the people of the 
powers of self-government nor prevent the 
American people from deciding for them- 
selves, through the properly constituted 
machinery, whether they will accept the de- 
cision of the Supreme Court as being final 
or whether they will refuse to accept it asa 
rule of action. As Mr. Lincoln said: “It 
does not necessarily become a rule of po- 
litical action.”’ The people have not parted 
with their power of self-government in favor 
of either legislative, executive, or the judi- 
cial branch of the government. For the ben- 
efit of so-called Democrats who have criti- 
cised this plank in the platform I would re- 
call the language of Jefferson already quot- 
ed, and will add the following. In. 1800 Mr. 
Jefferson wrote to a friend as follows: 
* You seem to consider the Judges as the ul- 
timate arhiters of all constitutional ques- 
tions. A very dangerous doctrine indeed, 
and one which would place us under the 
despotism of an oligarchy. Our Judges are 
as honest as other men, and not more so. 
They have with others the same passions 
for party, for power, and the privilege of 
their corps and their power is the more 
dangerous, as they are in office for life and 
not responsible as the other functionaries 
are.to the elective control. The Constitution 


has erected no such tribunal, knowing that 


to. whatever hands confided, with the cor- 
ruption of time and of party its members 
would become despots. The Constitution 
has more wisely made all the departments 
coequal and cosovereign 
selves.”” I would likewise remind you of the 
language of Andrew Jackson. After the Su- 

reme Court had held the national bank 

ill to be constitutional {[n all parts, 
he refused to bound by § that 
Gecision, and asserted that he, as 
President, would not be bound. to 
held the national bank to be constitutional, 
even though the Supreme Court had decided 
it to be so. He accepted the doctrine of Mr. 
Jefferson and acted upon it under his official 
oath in vetoing a charter for the national 
bank, and I would remind the Republicans 
who are making this.criticism of the atti- 
tude of Lincoln toward the Supreme Court, 
when discussing the Dred Scott decision fn 
the Lincoln and Douglas debate, when in re- 
ferring to that decision he said: “‘ We do 
oppose that decision as a political rule which 
shall be’binding on a voter to vote for nobody 
who thinks it wrong; which shall be binding 
on the members of Congress or the President 
to favor no measure that does not actually 
concur with the principles of that decision. 
We do not propose to be bound by it as a 
political rule im that way. Judge Douglas 
would make that decision a rule of political 
action for the people and all of the depart- 
ments of the government. I would not. By 
resisting it as a political rule I disturb no 
right of property, create no disorder, and 
incite no mobs.”” Again he says: ** We offer 
no resistance to the Dred Scott decision, 
but we think it is erroneous. We know the 
court that made it has often overruled its 
own decisions, and we shall do what we can 
to have it overrule this one.”’ 

In his first inaugural address he said: 
‘** The candid citizen must confess that if the 
policy of the government upon vital ques- 
tions affecting the whole people, js to be ir- 
revocably fixed by decisions of the Supreme 
Court, the instant they are made, as in ordi- 
nary litigation between parties in personal 
actions, the people will have ceased to be 
their own’ rulers, having to that extent prac- 
tically resigned their government into the 
hands of that eminent tribunal.” 


Chicago Platform Voices Jeffersonian 
Doctrine. 


Now that is the attitude which the Chicago 
platform takes toward the Supreme Court 
at present. It recognizes the decision of the 
court as being binding 80 long as it stands, 
but we believe the decision to be wrong and 
in violation of the Constitution. It was made 
by a divided court and under circumstances 
that look very strange, if not suspicious, to 
the American people. 

Let me quote a little more standard Re- 
publican authority. Senator Sumner, on the 
floor of the Senate on Feb. 8, 1865, in refer- 
ring to the Dred Scott decision, charged 
Chief Justice Taney with flagrantly pervert- 
ing the truth of history. He compared him 
with the infamous Jeffreys of England, 
charged him with being a tool of the slave 
power, and said: “I declare that the opin- 
ion of the Chief Justice in the case of Dred 
Scott was more thoroughly abominable than 
anything of the kind in the history of courts. 
Then and there judicial baseness reached 
its lowest points. An outrageous judgment 
was sutained by falsification of history; the 
Constitution of the United States, every 
principle of liberty and historical truth were 

lsified.”’ 
Seat we need not look for authority outside 
of the court itself upon the question as to 


® whether it is sacred or is exceedingly fallible 


and needs the wholesome influence of critl- 
cism as well as any other-institution fn this 
country. Let me read you a few sentences 
from the dissenting opinion in the income 
tax case of Mr. Justice White, concurred in 
by Justice Harlan, both members of that 
court: “‘I consider that the result of the 
opinion of the court just: announced is to 
overthrow a long and consistent line of 
decisions and to deny to the legislative de- 
partment of the government the possesion 
of a power conceded to it by universal con- 
sensus for one hundred years, and which has 
been recognized by repeated adjudications 
of this court.” And again he says: “ Ard 
now, after one hundred years, after long 
continued action by other departments of 
the government, and after repeated adjudi- 
cations by this court,. this interpretation is 
overthrown and the Congress is declared 
not to have a power of taxation which may 
at some time, as it has in the past, prove 
necessary to the very existence of the gov- 
ernment.” 

And again: “ Great as is my respecf for 
any view announced by this court, I cannot 
resist the conviction that its opinion in this 
case annuls its previous decisions in regard 
to the powers of Congress on the subject of 
taxation, and is therefore fraught with 
danger to the court, to each and every citt- 
zen, and to the republic. The conservative 
and orderly development of our institutions 
rest on our acceptance of the results of the 

ast. Their use as lights guide our steps 
n the future. - Teach the lesson that settled 
principles may be overthrown at any time 
and confusion and turmoil must ultimately 


result.”’ 
Supreme Court Not Infallible. 


Now, my fellow-citizens, we insist that the 
language in this Chicago platform relating 
to the Supreme Court is more kindly and is 
much more respectful than was the languagy 
of any of the great men I have named. Thesa 
great men all recognized the fact that that 
court, like all other courts, is fallible, as all 
other human institutions are. while 
its decistons were binding and conclusive in 
the cases in which they were rendered and 
were entitled to great respect in all cases, yet 
to accept them as a binding rule of political 
action would lead to the destruction of re- 
publican institutions and the establishment 
in the end of oligarchy in government. And 
when you refiect that we have already 
reac a point where a Federal Judge, ir 
fact, several Federal Judges, have issued 
orders prohibiting men who are working for 
a railroad from quitting their employment 
and threatened to imp men for refusing 
to work, you see that there is no limit to the, 
authority which they attempt to exercise.

QUESTIONS INVOLVED. 


No campaign ever made in this country in- 
volved so many far-reaching questions as 
this one does. uestions, every one of which 
goes to the foundation of free government 
and affects the perpetuity of our institutions. 

First—The question whether the people 
have surrendered the right of self-govern- 
ment Into the hands of the Supreme Court 

‘of the United States, and whether the courts 
are thus placed above criticism and their 
acts exempt from that scrutiny which every 
patriotic and intelligent man should give to 
the acts of the other branches of the govern- 
ment. 

Second—Whether both the* Constitution 
and the traditions of the government shall 
henceforth be ignored and the Président 
shall be conceded the power of sending Fed- 
eral troops at his pleasure into any neighbor- 
h in the United States or a thousand 
neighborhoods at one time; troops who will 
not be subject to civil authorities nor to

tions from Washington; whether this can be 
done not 7 without the request of the 
local authorities but in defiance of them. 

Third—Whether the people of this country, 
and especially the laboring masses, who do 
not have much of a voice in the selection of 
Judges, shall recognize and thus perpetuate 
the system of governing by injunction, 
which does away with constitutional govern- 
ment, which does away with government by 
law, which does away with trial by jury, 
does away with trial according to the forms 
of law and substitutes the caprice, whim, 
prejudice, or passion of a Judge for al! these, 

ing himat once legislator, Judge, and, to 

a certain extent, executioner. 

Fourth—Whether we shall dissolve in 
boodle, bribery, and corruption. Whether 
the men who have grown great as lobbyists 
shall rule this land. Whether we shal! de- 
clare to.the world scoundrelism is in the end 
the loftiest form of patriotism. It is a re- 
markable fact that those men and those in- 
fluences whose slime is dissolving our ineti- 
tutions are all helping Mr. Hanna. Every- 
thing within their reach is being prostituted.

‘M’KINLEY VS. THE PEOPLE. 


It is a remarkable circumstance that Mark 
Hanna and the whole crowd of men who are 
supporting this British policy of plutocracy 
are against the people of this country on all 
of these great questions. That crowd of men 
who nominated Mr. McKinley, and who treat 
him as a kind of convenience, favor Federal 
military interference, sustain the usurpa- 
tion of the Federal courts, sustain govern- 
ment by injunction, and sustain this En- 
glish monetary policy which makes every- 
thing that the American people produce, 
everything that the American people create, 
cheap, while it makes what the English have 
to sell—namely: money—very dear. 

The American people are called on this 
year to make a new declaration of independ- 
ence to mankind. Over a hundred years ago 
the declaration that was made by less than 
8,000,000 people to the world was that they 
were not only free, but that they were inde- 
pendent of all the nations of the earth. Now 
the American people are asked to announce 
to the world that free institutions have per- 
ished among them; that the President of 
the United States has arbitrary power with 
respect to the use of the troops as great as 
the Czar of Russia or Emperor William: 
they are asked to announce to the world 
that the people have given up and surren- 
dered to the courts of the United States the 
power of self-government and are bound now 
to take without question or without criti- 
cism whatever policy those courts may dic- 
tate; the people are asked to make a declara- 
tion to the world that we are no longer gov- 
erned absolutely by law and accord- 
ing to the forms of law, but that 
the right of trial by jury has been abolished 
and that every man now walks the streets 
only by the grace of the Federalcourts. We 
are asked to make a declaration to mankind 
that we were once free and were once inde- 
pendent of all the nations on the globe, but 
we are now a mere financial dependency of 
England. These are the issues involved in 
this campaign. Low prices have destroyed 
the purchasing power of our farmers and in 
that way have shut up the mills and the 
factories, turned the laborer out of his job 
because there was and is no market for what 
he makes. Low prices have spread poverty, 
misery, and increased crime throughout the 
civilized world. They are the result of that 
legislation in Europe and in this country 
which. interfered with the law of supply and 
demand with regard to money; that legisla- 
tion which by destroying a part of the 
world’s supply of money and by making gold 
the sole standard increased the demand for 
gold. So long as this standard is perpetuated 
60 long will those conditions which it has 
produced continue. If the toiling masses of 
this country, if the patriotic men of this 
country favor a continuation of these condi- 
tions then let them vote for Mr. Hanna and 
plutocracy, for Mr. McKinley is scarcely a 
factor in this campaign. Mr. Mark Hanna 
and the agents of the syndicates and trusts 
constitute the power that is subverting free 
institutions. 


My fellow-citizens, if you do not believe in 
the policy advocated by these men, if you 
are not in favor of converting this republic 
into an oligarchy, if you believe that this 
country should at least be in part governed 
by the men who toil and not solely and alone

-and declare that this country must return 
to that standard of prices which had been 
the world’s standard through all the cent- 
uries that have passed; that standard under 
which the foundations of this re- 
public were laid, under which we 
grew great and mighty and i. be- 
.came the most powerful people of the earth; 
that standard under which everything that 
is great, grand, and glorious in the world to- 
‘day was created; that standard upon which 
this wonderful civilization of the nineteenth 
century rests. Declare yourselves to be in 
favor of that policy under which the mints 
shall again be opened to both of the metals 
so that there will be an end of this. destruct- 
ive fall in prices; go that prudent men will 
again that it is safe to g0 
into business or to embark in new 
enterprises. Declare in favor of an American 
policy which will result in instantly inducing 
intelligent and enterprising men to open up 
new fields of industry, which will at once 
create a demand for all kinds of labor, all 
kinds of skijl, and for all kinds of talents. 
Our fathers made a declaration of inde- 
pendence and there followed a century of the 
grandest development ever known upon the 
earth.

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GOTHENBURG SYSTEM 18 A PAILURE. 
Norwegian ProNibitionists and Wom- 
en Killing It—Naphtha Drinking 


Spreads Where Brandy Canzot 
Be Obtained. 


London Times: The British Vice-Consul 
at Skiensfiord in his latest reports states 
that during the last year the time expired 
for which two of the towns In his district— 
Skien and Brevig—had the right of having 
the Gothenburg system of Bolags, or Sam- 
lags, for the:sale of spirits as a monopoly. 
According to the new liquor law the inhabi- 
tants of towns have the right of vetoing the 
further existence of any Bolag in their town. 
Both Skien and Brevig voted by large ma- 
jorities against it, so that they have no 
longer those Bolags, which were so warmly 
advocated by the Norwegian press when the 
question of the Gothenburg system was 
fully ventilated a short time ago. The fact 
of the Bolags having been voted down in sev- 
eral other towns in Norway besides Skien and 
Brevig shows that they are not so popular 
as might be supposed. But it should be 
stated that it is mainly owing to the per- 
severing agitation of the teetotal element, 
aided by the women’s votes, that the Sam- 


these institutions are thus abolished, and 
where no privileges for the sale of spirits 
are still held by private individuals from 
former days, spirits cannot now be bought 
in smaller quartities than 250 litres, which 
practically means the non-sale of spirits in 
such towns. But in some towns privileges 
are still held by private individuals, This 
is the case in Skien, whetfe the spirit traffic 
flourishes undiminished, to the great eht- 
grin of those whose zeal has secured the 
abolition of the Samleg. But no sooner are 
the Samlags abolished, which is generally 
effected by agitation, and gives rise to con- 
siderable ill-feeling, than the press com- 
plains that large sources of income have 
thus been lost to the communities. The 
profits from the Samlags were always util- 
ized for the support of charitable institutions 
and objects of general local interest, which 
must now be maintained by taxing the 
ratepayers or else be totally abandoned. 
“The new Norwegian liquor law may have 
its advantages, but when it contains clauses 
prohibiting the sale, even in the best hotels, 
of any kind of spirits from Saturday mid- 


inexpedient and onerous. This is proved by 
‘the fact that the Christiania police authori- 
tiles have found it wise to make representa- 
tions to the government to obtain the re- 
laxation of the aboye named clause, The 
liquor question in Norway seems to be un- 
dergoing a crisis of alteration. Willing as 
the Norwegians seem to be to reduce the 
sale of spirits to a minimum, they are 
scarcely likely to allow of such far-reaching 
encroachments on the personal liberties of 
free citizens of a free country. The pro- 
hibitions already existing in some districts 
against the sale of spirits have already led 
to evil results in the shape of the excessive 
use of naphtha by the lower classes, and the 
introduction of a class of liquor called 
*‘laddevin,’ which on analysis quite lately 
has been found to contain highly injurious 
ingredients, and the sale of which is now 
strictly forbidden.” The British Consular 
agent at Tonsberg also mentions in his re- 
port that the Samlag in ‘that town was 
abolished by public vote, so that for five 
years brandy cannot be obtained in the 
town. 


UNPOPULAR TRANSACTION IN GOLD. 


Gambling on the Treasury’s Reserve 
Not in Favor in Wall Street. 

New York, Oct. 16.—The first large with- 
drawal of gold from the Subtreasury in this 
city since exports of the metal ceased in 
the summer and were succeeded by imports, 
which are still in progress, was made yes- 
terday by .Watson & Brown, one of the 
larger houses doing business on the Stock 
Exchange. The amount withdrawn by 
them was $600,000, and as they apparently 
did not wish the public to believe that they 
had withdrawn the gold of their own voli- 
tion or for their own account, they stated 
that they had made the withdrawal for a 
customer and had deposited it for his ac- 
count in the Chase National Bank. Their 
explanation as to the destination of the 
gold withdrawn by them was hardly necés- 
sary, as the Wall street news agencies, 
which are ever alert to the transfers. of 
money into and out of the Subtreasury had 
traced the gold to the Chase National Bank 
and announced the fact before the brokers 
making the withdrawal made their state- 
ment. . 

The transfer of gold directly from théBub- 
treasury to the Chase National Bank 
promptly attracted attention and provoked 
comment. It also elicited a statement from 
President H. W. Cannon of the Chase Bank, 
who said he was constrained to make public 
the details of the transaction that the bank 
might not be placed in a false position. 
President Cannon said that a customer of 
the bank informed it on Wednesday that he 
held a maturing call of F. S. Smithers & 
Co., who are extensive brokers in foreign 
exchange, for $600,000 gold; that he had 
notified the sellers of the privilege to deliver 
the gold tq@the Chase National Bank for his 
account, and he wished the bank to receive 
it and pay forit. F. 8S. Smithers & Co. noti- 
fied the holder of their privilege that the 
gold would be delivered by Kufin, Loeb & 
Co., and that firm signified its acceptance 
of Smithers & Co.’s instructions by com- 
municating with the Chase National Bank 
on Wednesday afternoon to the effect that 
they would deliver to it the gold-called for 
by the privilege held by the customer of 
the bank. 

The gold was delivered about noon by a 
representative of Kuhn, Loeb & Co., and a’ 
check to their order was given by the bank 
in payment of it. A shortage in the weight 
of the coin was subsequently made good 
by the firm delivering it. Whether the 
privilege was sold by Smithers & Co. for 
their own account or for’the account of 
one of their customers, The fact remains 
that some one received 1% per cent or more 
for the privilege of ninety days ago, as priv- 
fleges of that character commanded from 1% 
to 2 per cent at that time, and that the 
obligation was discharged by withdrawing 
gold from the Subtreasury. The reputation 
of F. 8. Smithers & Co. is such that the 
street generally believes that they were 
simply acting as brokers in the entire trans- 
action. 

As the Chase National Bank has repeated- 
ly contributed large amounts of gold to the 
Treasury whenever it was desirable to do 
so to replenish the Treasury’s gold balance 
and has constantly declined to withdraw 
gold from the Subtreasury when asked to 
do so by seme of its customers, President 
Cannon said that he thought it due to the

, This was a canting, lying appeal to the 
sympathies of his hearers, so ps to get them 
to use their influence with husbands, 
fathers, and brothers to vote against that 
“wicked gold standard,” which broke up 
happy homes aiid which benefited only those 
who “trade in money.” Thus the serpent 
in paradise beguiled Eve so that Adam 
might be led astray. 

If Bryan had told the truth, instead of 
falsifying for the sake of catching votes, 
he would have told these Minnneapolis 
women a very different story. He would 
have said to them that, while otit of the

homes since 1878 some have been unable 
to save up enough to pay for these homes, 
the number of failures would have be@n im- 
mensely greater had the United Stated 
resumed specie payment on the silver basis 
in 1878. ° 

It resumed on the gold basis. As a con- 
sequence wages have been increasing in 
quantity and quality ever since. Every in- 
dustrious husband has been receiving more 
gold standard money and every dollar of it 
has gone farther in the purchase of the 
necessaries of life. 

Therefore the husband who bought a 
house to be paid for on time after 1878 
found: each successive payment easier to 
meet. For he was receiving more each 
year of the gold standard money which he 
had agreed to pay for his home, and éven 
if he was not receiving more he could save 
more, because of the increasing cheapness 
of commodities. 

Bryan has never once admitted it, but 
wages have gone up since 1878 and prices 
have gone down. ‘That is why so few mort- 
gages have been foreclosed except in semi- 
arid regions, where the crops failed every 
other year. 

But if the United States had resumed on 
the silver basis in 1878 it would have start- 
ed out with a 90-cent dollar, which would 
have been worth only 50 cents now. The 
gold standard conditions would have been 
reversed. Wages would have gone down 
instead of up, while the prices of goods 
would have advanced. Therefore the man 
‘who had a mortgage on his home would 
have found each successive payment hard- 
er to meet. 

The dollars he would have had to pay on 
the mortgage would have been silver stand- 
ard 50-cent dollars, but he would have to 
pay more of them, because the price put on 
the property by the owner would have been 
a silver standard price. | 

The man who bought a house in 1893, 
paying $1,000 down and agreeing to pay 
$3,000 more in yearly installmevis, would 
have had to pay $2,000 down and agree to 
pay $6,000 ‘more if the country had been 
on the silver basis, and prices were reckoned 
in 50-cent dollars. The purchaser would 
also have had to pay a higher rate of in- 
terest, so as to protect the seller against 
any future depreciation in the value of the 
eurrency. 

In the event of silver resumption in 1878 
the husband and wife who wanted toowna 
home would not have been’ able to save 
yearly as many cheap, poor. dol- 
lars as they have been able to 
save gold dollars under the gold stand- 
ard. At the same time they would have 
had to pay out in order to get a home more 
cheap dollars—twice as many, finally—as 
they have had to pay good dollars. 

That happy accident af 1873, which made 
resumption on the gold 


is possible, has 
built up homes, and it has also built up 
cities. But for the gold standard Minne- 
apolis would not be the populots. wealthy 
city she is now. There would have been 
none of that marvelous growth’ which has 
made her so celebrated. | 

She has now a quarter of a million peo- 
ple, and will soon absorb St. Paul. She is 
on the high road to become fourth or fifth 
among American cities. But if this coun- 
try had resumed specie paymént in 1878 
with a sickly dollar, which became fevbler 
month by month, Minneapolis would not 
have had more than 60,000 people now. 
Her prosperity, like that of the whole coun- 
try, would have been blighted by the curse 
of a silver standard. | 
The country has had the gold standard 
and Minneapolis has benefited thereby. So 
have the rural districts of the State. Be- 


‘| tween 1880 and 1890 the mortgage debt on 


farms increased only $3,000,000---from 36 
to 39 millions—while the value of those 
mortgaged farms increased 146 millions, 
of live stock nearly 27 millions, and of 


four millions. 

It seems then that the farmer husbands of 
Minnesota are not losing their homes be- 
cause of the gold standard.

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ALTGELD’S NEW YORK SPEECH. 

Gov. Altgeld delivered his long-herailded 
speech in New York City last evening. The 
speech itself is longer than the heralding. 
When its length and subject matter are 
concerned Tammany may be congratulated 
for refusing to have anything to do with 
his presence in New York. 

‘Goy. Altgeld’s speech is eleven columns 
in length: Three-quarters of this space 
is devoted to the part he played in the riots 
of 1894 and to denunciations of the Federal 
Government for interfering with the at- 
tempts of Debs and his rioters to destroy 
the government’s property and stop the 
transportation of the mails. Two columns 
more are devoted to the defense of the con- 
spiracy to overthrow the Supreme Court 
and pack it with Popocratic representatives 
who will consent to the discrediting of the 
national finances and the debasement of 
the national honor. A scant column is 
devoted to some general platitudes of 
the Altgeldian sort. There is no discussion 
of the free silver ‘question, the burning 
issue of the campaign. There is no refer- 
ence to Bryan or his election. 

Gov. Altgeld’s speech will not give the 
Popocratic candidate any special satisfac- 
tion, nor will it come up to the anticipations 
of the Popocratic National committee. It 
is purely a personal harangue, of which 
John P. Altgeld is the alpha and omega, 
interspersed here and there with bitter per- 
sonal allusions to prominent Republicans, 
So far as the principal staple of the speech 
is concerned it might as well have remained 
unspoken: No statement that Altgeld can 
make, no array of documents, though he 
had piled them mountain high, that he can 
summon, no amount of special pleading or 
concealment or distortion of facts can alter 
the situation or disturb the gratitude which 
every patriotic American feels to the Presi- 
dent for protecting the rights of the gov- 
ernment promptly and effectively. As a 
mere personal display it may gratify Alt- 
geld’s vanity and resentments, but it will 
change no opinions, least of all in the great 
State of Illinois, where he and his acts are 
best known. It was time wasted to go to 
New York to make a display of his vin- 
dictiveness and malignity, to insult brave 
Union Generals, and to air his hatred of the 
Supreme Court. 

But least of all will Mr. Bryan and the 
Popocratic managers draw any comfort or 
satisfaction from this personal harangue 
in the enemy’s country, which is chiefly 
conspicuous for its utter obliviousness of 
the candidacy of Bryan himself and his 
scarcely veiled contempt for it. 


IT I8 VOTES, NOT REGISTRATIONS, 
THAT COUNT. 

The registration figures for three days in 
New York reached 281,711, considerably less 
than the Chicago registrati@én for a single 
day, and only one day of registry remains 
for each city. The New York newspapers 
have commented on this fact, and are mak- 
ing frantic appeals to the citizens to come 
out strong on the last day, and as one news- 
paper expresses it, “register anyhow, re- 
gardless of your. politics, and show that 
New York is still the greatest city in the 
United States.” It is probable that these 
appeals will be futile, and that the total 
registration figures will show that Chitago 
remains in the first place. This result would 
be a source of pardonable pride for Chicago, 
but it is not the real goal of Chicago’s am- 
bition. The greatest possible legitimate 
registration is desirable, but the real point 
of contest is the vote on election day. Chi- 
cago seeks no registrdtion laurels except as 


yoters who will cast their ballots Nov. 3. 


and Chicago, which city will cast the most 
votes and which city will roll up the biggest 
showing for honest money. New York is 
beaten already on the second proposition, 
according to all trustworthy signs. It still 
has a chance to win first place in respect to 
the total vote. The rivalry is commend- 
able. It is urged not only by municipal 
pride but by the fact that the prosperjty of 
the country is. dependent not only on the 
success of McKinley but on the size of that 
success. Every vote which is added to the 
volume that buries the free silver mania 
will be a factor in hastening returning good 
times and making them better. 

Make the last day of registration in Chi- 
cago a hummer, and beat New York if 
possible. But if New York does lead on 
registration it is immaterial, for the issue 
is to be fought out atthe polls. The munici- 
pal supremacy is to be decided by the num- 
ber of votes cast. 


JONES THE REAL CAMPAIGN HUMORIST. 
The rare sense of humor displayed by 
Chairman Jones of the Popocratic commit- 
tee relieves that body from all fear of being 
taken seriously. Irom the opening of the 
campaign the ready wit of Jones has been 
in continuous evidence, and if he holds out 
to the end, which seems hardly to be doubt- 
ed, he can retire to enjoy in peace the en- 
comiums of a grateful Nation whose gayety 
has been appreciably enhanced. The latest 
bon mot of Jones, now incorporated among 
his choicest hits, was his “ estimate of the 
result,” a really side-splitting production. 
It is probable that never before in thé his- 
tory of American politics has any man been 
able to give out a set of figures so absolutely 
devoid of a suggestion of intelligence. It is 
apparent tlat such a marvelous exhibition 
must have.cost Jones most exhaustive cogi- 
tation, and any l@ss talented humorist would 
surely have inadvertently slipped up some- 
where and displayed a glimmer of reason. 

It would be superfluous to repent all the 
details of this conspicuous ebullition, which 
is familiar now to all who love a laugh, but 
some of the features bear retelling. For in- 
stance, with the solemn assumption of dig- 
nity of thé cireus clown, he claims Iilinois, 
Indiana, Michigan, Minnesota, Maryland,,. 
and Kentucky as sure for Bryan, when the 
fact is that nearly all are conceded for Mc- 
Kinley. In Dlinois particularly it is be- 
lieved that the Republican majority will be 
well on to 200,000. Some funny person 
suggests that Jones is serious in this claim, 
but that idea is ridiculous. Surely no ene- 
my of Jones could be so malicious as tu 
ascribe to him the chaotic mind this asser- 
tion would presuppose. 

Jones’ humer becomes a positive gale 
when he gets to New York, Ohio, Iowa, and 
Wisconsin, for he sets all down as doubtful, 
In regard to the last three no exceptions can 
be taken, as the joke is apparent and per- 
fect. But regurding New York perhaps 
Jones has marred slightly the completeness 
of his humorous effusion. Boss Sheehan in 
New York claims that State for Bryan by 
40,000.

WHEAT 8TILE ON THE JUMP. 

The European report of the Agricultural 
Department at Washington further verifies 
the statements made previously in the or- 
dinary news reports from Europe that there 
will be a heavy demand for the cereals of 
the Unite? States by many foreign coun- 
tries. The deficiency in the Russian wheat 
crop appears to be even greater than at 
first reported, while positive distress is re- 
ported in India owing to the failure of the 
wheat crop there. The crop in Germany is 
reported to be only a poor average; in Spain 
there is double the deficit of last year, being 
n total of 34,000,000 bushels that must 
be supplied by import; while in Austria- 
Hungary the crop is also under the average, 
These deficiencies, in connection with the 
deficiencies in South American countries, 
must be made up almost wholly by the 
United States, for in this country only is 
there any promise of a considerable surplus. 
The effect of this situation has been felt 
already in the price of wheat, and sympa- 
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being the natural and inevitable effect of 
the working of the law of supply and de- 
mand, only slightly modified by speculative 
manipulations, : | 

The condition.in India is most serious, and 
has had a more immediate effect on Ameri- 
can markets. At a session of the Vice- 
regal Council at Simla on Oct. 14, accord- 
ing to the cable dispatches, the loca] authori- 
ties of a large portion of India reported that 
distress was expected as a result of the 
drought and the consequent rise in the price 
of wheat. They added that only by the 
construction of government warks and the 
importation of wheat from Califofnia could 
acute famine be prevented. As an imme- 
diate result of this news from India wheat 
went up several cents a bushel at San 
Francisco on Oct. 15. The rise was also 
partly due to reports that English brokers, 
realizing the grave condition in India, were 
buying wheat in large quantities in the 
United States for shipment to the East. 
The result of this advance in San F'ran- 
cisco, as elsewhere, has been to stimulate 
business, and according to one report “ the 
advance has added $5 an acre to the value of 
all wheat lands in California.” 

Of course, in all these reports there is no 
mention of Bryan or Altgeld or their oft 
and loudly-shouted creed that wheat could 
never rise in price aghin until the coinage of 
silver whs made free. These reports ‘deal 
only in facts. They have no relation to 
fanatical Popocratie economic myths. 
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WEATHER DEPARTMENT KEEPS UP ITS 
RECORD. 

The Weather Department indulged in an- 
other of its eccentricities yesterday, and 
emptied. a brief but highly cultivated snow- 
storm into the lap of an amazed Indian 
summer. For an hour or more the preco- 
cious herald of winter pelted down on Chi- 
cag@® citizens and melted cn the streets, 
and then lapsed back into the uncomforta- 
ble drizzle and sleet from which it origin- 
ally emerged. As Mr. Mantalini would say, 
it was “‘demnition moist, undleasant”’ 
snow, very distantly related to the species 
which by poetic license is regarded as 
“beautiful.” The visitation, however, was 
strictly in accord with the previous mani- 
festations of nature during the year. Be- 
ginning as early as last spring the unex- 
pected has been happening in the matter of 
weather with such startling regularity that 
now only the unexpected is expected. Sum- 
mer heat started the ‘series of innovations 
by filching all the glories from spring and 
contracting that joyous season into a mere 
shadow of its usual self. On the first sug- 
gestion that winter would enjoy a brief 
linger in the lap of spring, summer jumped 
in and removed both winter and the Jap in 
a few roasting days, and then settled back 
for its grand coup later in the season. Then 
followed the pyrotechnic demonstrations of 


the eleménts in various parts of the coun- } 


try, wiping out towns and parts of cities 
with elaborate cyclones and tornadoes, and 


exhibiting to terror-stricken communities f They are the mighty criminal cormorants, 


dazzling and death-dealing electrical dis- 
plays. 

The snow-storm of yesterday was per- 
haps the most innocent of these weather 
diversions, but being, perhaps, the most 
unlooked for thing that could happen it 
seems to have been happily placed. With- 
out attempting to intrude on the province 
of the weather forecasters perhaps the’ 
warning can be ventured that the prudent 
citizen should have his remedies for sun- 
strokes handy on Monday and keep close 
to his cyclone cellar on Tuesday, and thus 
be in a condition to enjoy the sleighing the 
rest of the week. In the meaniime it is 
well to remember that none, or any, or all 
of these conditions and a host besides may 
prevail on any or all days, so that precau- 
tions can be taken accordingly.

The resolution went to the Committee on 
Rules, and after several meetings of the 
committee and conferences with the com- 
mission it is understood the committee will 
make a favorable report to the recular 
meeting of the board on Wednesday next. 

If the board has any regard for the pub-' 
lie sentiment of taxpayers and for the true 
interests of the school system of Chicago 
it will promptly pass the resolution. It 
seems inconceivable that a majority of the 
board can be unfriendly to the merit sys- 
tem applied to its business as it is ap- 
plied to the business of every other 
municipal department. Its excellent re- 
sults have been thoroughly tested, and 
there is no reason to doubt that it will 
be as efficacious in the educational as it has 
been in every other department. The rote 
in the board will be awaited with.eager in- 
terest by the taxpayers. It will show on 
the one hand those members who wish to 
remove the school from the degrading ef- 
feets of political pulls and pressure, and 
on the other those members who are de- 
termined to keep up the spoils system and 
are unwilling to abandon the petty patron- 
age they now control, There is not an ar- 
gument that can be made against the reso- 
lution which is not based upon greed and 
selfishness.

ANOTHER GREAT DEFALCATION. 

A crime like thé@t which is being fastened 
on W. T. .Rambusch of Juneau, Wis., is 
staggering because of the hopelessness of 
taking any adequate precautions against it. 
This man has run away and appears to be 
a defaulter to the extent of $200,000 or 
mote. This money was intrusted to him 
by people, many of them comparatively 
poor, whose confidence he had won by years 
of apparent probity and honest dealing. 
The investigation into his affairs indicatés 
that the amount he has stolen will be greater 
rather than less than the figures now stated. 
As a banker, broker, and politician he had 
been constantly in. the public eye and at- 
tracted naturally the ‘savings, small and 
large, of people who were secking safe 
investments. yet 

The Rambusch case is almost identical in 
salient features with a score of other de- 
falcations which have been made public 
within the last few years. It is no different 
either in the fact that, like the others, 
it brings poverty and desolation to many 
homes and results in a widespread blight 
on the whole community. Since it is not 
possible or desirable to prohibit men from 
trusting each other, and since there is no 
way of definitely defining how extensive 
such trust ‘may be, there ought to be some 
special provision of law more drastic than 
any now in force and impossible of eva- 
sion by which the punishment for such 
a defalcation should be swift and terrify- 
ing. It is a common experience that. men 
who perpetrate such a wholesale robbery 
are able through the power of friends 
and, possibly, money .to escape much 
of the penalty fixed for the crime. 
This is -a dangerous clemency and 
removes or weakens what should be the 
strongest aid of a man tempted to use for 
his own ffilds intrusted to his keeping. 

Crimes of this character committed by 
men who for years may. have stood high

worse than if the same men stood on the 
highway and shouted “ stand and deliver.” 
A large amount of money-is almost always 
involved, for the distinguished thieves, be- 
.cause of their reputation for honesty, are 
. able and strive to avert suspicion and dis- 
. Closure until the last extremity is reached.

MUNICIPAL NOISES, 

Considerable space of late has been de- 
voted in magazines and néwspapers to noises 
in cities, methods of abating them, and the 
serious effects they may have upon nervous 
people. Perhaps the easiest way to dis- 
pose of this superfluous problem is to state 
that they cannot be evaded and that no one 
who takes a practical view of the question 
will have any desire to suppress them. 

The noises of a city are the indices of its 
growth and prosperity. Quiet waters are 
usually stagnant. If there is no noise there 
is no commerce, no trade. Of course it 
would be possible under law to suppress all 
noises and make a graveyard out of a city, 
but graveyards are not usually regarded as 
desirable places for residence or business 
except for those who are through with living 

‘and trading. The really noisy part of a city 
is that section of it where the carrying and | 
going to and fro are concentrated. In the 
First Ward of Chicago, for instance, north 
from Van Buren street to the river, there is 
a constant rattle all day and nearly all 
night. What is to be done? We.cannot 
pave the streets with rubber; we cannot tire 
these heavy teams with rubber; we cannot 
give up the trade. 

It is probable 20,000 persons sleep in that 
ward out of the 2,000,000 people of the city, 
or, 1 per cent of the population. It may be 
that among these 20,000 persons there are 
some nervous souls who are incommoded at 
night by the traffic, and some living along 
the river district may be disturbed by the 
screeching of tugs, but these few persons 
cannot expect that the commerce of a great 
city is going to stop to accommodate their 
ideas of comfort. If they cannot endure the 
noise they must get on the cable or electric 
cars and get out into the suburbs away‘ from 
it. It is more practical for them to fly from 
the noise than to expect that the noise will 
fiy from them. 

What cannot be cured must be endured. 
That ig the only solution of city noises. At 
the same time it would be a blessed relief if 
some method cculd be devised which would 
mitigate the elamor of the trumpet-voiced 
kindling-wood man and the .stentorian 
racket of the,’ -ather-lunged fruit peddlers 
and old jupk men, who make 2'practice of

BEST IN ITS HISTORY. 


Showing of American Works in Great 
Variety and of High Merit—Unusual 
Number of Decorative Paintings—

HE season of greatest activity in Chi- 
cago artistic circles may be said to be- 
gin with this week.

Yet, difficult as the task un- 
doubtedly was, it:would seem as if a little 
more harmonious arrangement might have 
been arived at.

LATE ARCHBISHOP OF CANTERBURY 


# 


He Was a Protege of the Prince Com- 
sort of England—His Elevation * 
Surprise—Debut in the House of 
Lerds a Failure—Later Show ae 


—Uniformly Opposed 


Gladstone’s 
Policy. ; 


HE cables last Monday morning made 
known in this country the death in 
England of the venerable Dr. Edward 
Kent Benson, Archbishop of Canter- 
bury. Dr. Benson was conducting the morn- 
Ing services at Hawarden Church and was 
kneeling at the altar when the stroke of 
apoplexy came upon him, which three hours 
later caused his death. 

When the late Prince Consort of England 
lay dying, one of the last injunctions he laid 
on’Queen’ Victoria was: ‘“ Remember Ben- 
son.”” The Prince had not only a warm per- 
sonal regard for the, young clergyman—Dr. 
Benson was then 32"years of age—but also 
@ profound belief in his ability to fill the 
highest positions in the church, and it was 
in direct consequence of this dying request 
that Benson eventually found his way, by 
way of the Bishopric of Truro, into the Chair 
of St. Augustine. Prince Albert was a kneen 
judge of men, and in this instance, as in 
many others, hie judgment wee justified by 
the event. : ' - 

To those Outside the court and Dr. Benson’s 
circle of personal friends, the appointment 
came as a. surprise. The late Primate did 
‘not belong to the order of brilliant ecclesias- 
tics, and his excellent administrative work 
among the bitterly hostile dissenters of 
Cornwall seemed of itself scarcely a suf- 
ficient reason for such splendid promotion. 
But if his elevation to the Primacy was un- 
expected by the general public, still moreso, 
even by his intimate friends, was the man- 
ner in which the new Archbishop addressed 
himself to the discharge of his exalted func- 
tions. Dr. Benson had always been consid- 
ered a steady-going, “ safe’ man and, under 
the conditions of his appointment, he was 
to have maintained a quiescent attitude with 
regard to the questions of the day. 

The Archiepiscopal début in the House of 
Lords was a fiasco. The walls still echoed 
with the majestic eloquence and sonorous 
periods of Dr. Benson's predecessor, Arch- 
bishop Tait. The recollection pointed the 
contrast. The speech of the new Primate 
was a failure, dismal, pathetic, and ghastly. 
His Grace suffered from Ho fright. He 
went down for the ordeal armed with a bundle 
of manuscript eloqyence. His voice gave way, 
sentences got into a hopeless tangle, and 
the consciousness of the disorder was pain- 
fully betrayed in the trembling hand and the 
rustling: of his manuscript. He repeated 
himself, wiped his ,teeming forehead, and 
finally, hopelessly wrong, moved his lips, 
from which no sound emerged, and then sat 
down. .The House was moved by astonish- 
ment. Mr. Disraeli’s historic failure in the 
other House half a century before was nota 
whit more complete. But his had at least 
one merit—it arose from overconfidence—and 
was sealed ina pretty threat to the House 
as a*whole: “A day will come when they 
shall hear me.” The Archbishop did not 


sometimes behind a blush. 
Viewed in the light of what the Archbishop 
afterwards accomplished, that speech re- 
dounds to his honor. He soon stood forth 
the conquest of himself. His speeches be- 
came full of all the elements which were 
lacking on that memorableafternoon. They 
betrayed confidence, even assurance: fa- 
clility, even felicity, of expression; courage, 
even hardihood, of thought and purpose. 
Who on that remarkable occasion would 
have thought of Dr. Benson developing 
** dangerous energy,” as meteorol say 
of an approaching storm? Yet he was des- 
tined to - make history while destroying the 
parish councils bill; to help by his influence 
in securing the rejection of the employers’ 
liability bill; and further, to stimulate the 
entire hierarchy into a new kind of activity. 
The development of Dr.*Benson was the 
converse of what Was préddicted of him by 
his critics and certainly of what was desired 
by Mr. Gladstone when, in obedierice to the 
personal wishes of the crown, he raised him 
to the Primacy. The Archbishop became 
the most active political prelate the Victo- 
rian era hasknown. Moreover, hisactivities 
were uniformly ranged on the side opposed 
to Mr. Gladstone. The explanation, perhaps, 
is not to be looked for in a spirit of inherent 
despotism. ‘“* Business’’ may explain it all. 
Seen astride of his phlegmatic cob, the Pri- 
mate wae the solid man of business. To his 
clergy he was also an unknown force. One of 
the stoutestof Lord Salisbury’sallies, he was 
one of Mr. Gladstone’s most candid critics 
and the most uncompromising of the oppo- 
nents of his reforms. Against home rule, 
employers’ liability, and parish councils he 
voted steadily. Mr. Gladstone is a. good 
hater as well as an ardent friend, and it Is 
an eloquent testimony to Dr. Benson's’char- 
acter and personal charm that he neverfor- 
feited the esteem of the veteran statesman 
in whose pew in church at Hawarden death 
came to him with such appalling suddenness.

entine, who had been injured during the first 
part of January while helping to raise a 
fallen horse, was struck by a snow-plow and 
badly hurt. In the early part of: March 
Officer Burgess was injured in stopping a 
runaway herse. February and March were 
marked by several minor accidents. A short 
time afterwards Officer Dan Doherty slipped 
and fell in front of an electric car and was 
severely injured. Officer Danahy had his 
foot crushed by a horse stepping on it. Of- 
ficer Thomas O’Malley, stationed at State 
and Van Buren streets, was knocked down 
by a man on the foot-board of a cable train 
and fell before a car going in the opposite 
direction. Officer John Regan, while at- 
tempting to break up a blockade at South 
Water street and Fifth avenue, was knocked 
down and run over by a heavy wagon. In 
June Officer J. F. Doherty was run into bya 
team and badly hurt. In September Officer 
Cronin fell in front of an electric car and re- 
ceived severe injuries. In fact, the record 
is one of. serious hurts, and hardly a month 
is not represented on it. 


Transferred When Hurt. 


Commonly when an officer is hurt badly 
but not so seriously as to wholly prevent his 
carrying on police duty he is transferred 
from the harder tabor of the down-town 
district to bridge or post duty. In cases 
where the injury is serious enough to make 
his usefulness as a policemfin a thing of the 
past a soft berth-in some other department 
is found for him. There are a number of 
men now employed in various capacities at 
the City Hall and elsewhere who have seen 
service and come to disaster on the police 
force. Others have gone and left behind 
them only the memories of the accident 
which disabled them. Some are remem- 
bered because they are ‘‘ medal men,’’ re- 
warded for the act of courage that cost 
them their health, and some, who took the 
same risk and suffered the same disaster, are 
remembered only because of the severity of 
their injuries. 

John Cox, now occupying a position in the 
Public Library, is one of the “‘ medal men.” 
He received the Harrison medal for stopping 
a runaway team on.Wabash avenue after 
being trailed for a block along the pavement 
by the frightened horses. But the medal 
did not bring recovery from his injuries and 
he has never. become strong enough to re- 
turn to crossing duty. Thomas McKibben, 
also injured at a crossing, has a position in 
the City Hall. Peter Nelson, who died in 
a hot spell of last summer, had been in an 
asylum four years for insanity due to in- 
juries received in stopping.a runaway 
horse while on crossing duty. Roger Tier- 
ney, hurt at the same time, has never re- 
covered. 

Indeed, the history of the Central Detail 
is full of accidents which go to show how 
large a chance of injury falls to the lot of 
the crosswalk policeman. 


Softer Side of Work. 


It is not sufficient for the crosswalk police- 
man to be capable of inspiring respect in the 
breast of the most hardened dray-driyer 
and ready to risk his neck in the stopping of 
runaway horses. There is a softer side to 
the work, which requires manners. and 
brains. The policeman on the crossing is re- 
garded as a bureau of inquiry by all sorts 
and conditions of men, and even more kinds 
of women. What he is not expected to know 
is yet to be discovered. The names and sit- 
vations of office buildings; the location of 
streets, and their distance from the business 
center; the best car line to take for any 
place to which cars run; the location of 
places of amusement, hospitals, omnes acad- 
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story. The unlucky damsel who has lost 
her pocketbook seeks his .. advice. Old 
women stand on the edge of the sidewalk 
and beckon wildly to him to come and help 
them across the street. Inebriated indi- 
viduals ask him thickly for information as 
to their places of residence and request his 
aid in the difficult feat of hailing ‘and tak- 
ing possession of a cab. 

To all the policeman on the crossing gives 
aidand advice. And yet, in spite of his many 
duties and the multiplicity of affairs with 
which he has to do, he never seems hurried 
or put out. He swings his club almost lazi- 
ly and he steps from before approaching 
wagons and cars without the least hint at 
haste, and though he answers all questions 
put to him and mets with becoming defer- 
ence the advances of all lorn damsels, he 
finds time to see that no one is run over 
and that overexuberent drivers restrain 
themselves within proper limits.

poor old Punch is sorely crippled. For thir- 
ty years’ Du Maurier was the leading star 


‘of Punch’s show, bearing the brunt of toil 


and continually adding new luster to the 
performance. He cannot be replaced. 

But Punch must have a star. The show 
must go on, even though it be an entirely 
new and different kind of show. So the most 
available draftsman in England has been 
selected for Punch’s leading man. 

His name is Phil May. Hehas been a con- 
tributor to London’s funniest and most fa- 
mous weekly for a considerable time. But 
now he is to head the galaxy. May was 
traveling on the continent on his vacation 
when the editors of Punch.learned that Du 
Maurier was dying. They sent for him to 
return post haste. . 

Types Which May Portrays. 

While he never can fill the place of Du 
Maurier, May is probably the best substi- 
tute living today. He is absolutely unlike 
Du Maurier. The older man was the car- 


all life out of it. But for process Phil May 
would not be the successor of Du Maurier 
on the staff of Punch. 

May is first and foremost a great drafts- 
man, humorous because he has an “ eagle 
eye’ for the satire of the street. He be- 
longs to the newest school of humorists. 
It is Whitechapel that is chiefly represented 
in his work, but the/life depicted by him is 
to be found in many other parts of London. 
It is found mostly in back alleys and gut- 
ters. Its chief characteristic is a hard and 
repulsive squalor, but the business of the 
artist is, while adhering scrupulously to the 
truth, to invest it with interest, with poetry, 
and with humor, for'in these qualities even 
such life is not wholly lacking. May has 
done much good work for Punch, for The 
Sketch, and for other periodicals. But thus 
far none of them has been able to gain an 
exclusive hold upon the draftsman. 


May’s Humble Beginning. 


Phil May was born.in 1864. Ilis education 
was that of a poor boy, forced by hari neces- 
sity into an intimacy with the kind of life 
he was afterward ‘o depict. His life has 
been compared with the early struggles of 


Charles Dickens. He has said himself that 


his artistic career began at Leeds, when he 
was 12 years old. He happened to have for 


.a friend the son of a scene painter at Leeds 


named Fox. With young Fox and other 
playmates hé used to rehearse pantomimes. 

‘Our stage was a back street,”’ he said, 
“and our scenery was designed with a stick 
in the gutter.” His early acquaintance with 
theatrical affairs led him into the designing 
of posters. He went to London while still 
a youth and there his lot was so hard he was 
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anything invented that can accomplish any- 
thing like the task which it sets itself to do 
and does easily. The practical, every-day 
name of this invention is “a dividing en- 
gine.”” It is used by the scientists to make 
gratings for spectroscopes. It does its work 
generally on speculum metal, and the dainty 
point with which it makes infinitesimal 
marks is a diamond of the very best qual- 
ity. There are three “ notches” at which 
this machine can be set. At the first it 
makes 15,000, at the second 40,000, and at 
the third 125,000 lines to the inch. 

The ruling machine is used in the physical 

laboratory in Johns Hopkins University. 
The gratings made by the machine were 
used in making the now famous series of 
photographs of the solar spectrum that 
were made in the physical laboratory of 
Johns Hopkins University. The gratings 
used in this instance were six inches in di- 
ameter and twenty-one and one-half feet 
radius, having 10,000 to 20,000 lines to the 
inch. So absolutely correct in precision 
were these lines that the spectrum, as pho- 
tographed, was normal and of the same 
scale throughout. The focus remained au- 
tomatically adjusted, so that all that was 
necessary for the person superintending the 
photographic process to do was to move the 
instrument to the part of the spectrum 
desired, then absorb the overlying spectra; 
and put in the photographic plates. 
, Negatives of photographs taken in this 
manner, selected from a wide range, have 
been enlarged, and the result proves sur- 
prising in several respects, all going to show 
how greatly the marvelous work of this 
little machine has aided science. Every- 
body knows that absolute accuracy is an es- 
sential which no scientist can overlook for 
a minute. Therefore, it is that the ruling 
machine, the marvelous power of which has 
been so successfully demonstrated, has at 
once stepped into the front rank of the me- 
chanical aids to the wondrous minds that 
are laying bare the secrets of the heavens to 
a wondering world. 

In order to obtain absolute accuracy in 
photographing the spectrum from at- 
ings such as referred to, the negatives from 
any given order of spéctrums are measured 


‘from one standard line to another, on a 


dividing engine, so that the constant of the 
dividing engine is known. To obtain a scale 
of accuracy and clearness, the ruling is 
made on a piece of French plate glass, this 
glass being coated with blackened collodio- 
chloride. Then the negatives are clam 
to the scale firmly, after being adjusted into 
position by the standards. After this, they 
are placed in the enlarging apparatus, and 
then enlarged two and a half to four times. 
Here is where one of the most marvelous 
tributes to the new machine is mathemati- 
cally made. In the negatives so far exam- 
ined, the scale has attually been found to 
have been placed within one one-hundred- 
thousandth wave length of its true position. 
An effort was made not long ago to insti- 
tute.a rigid comparison between the maps of 
the solar spectrum resulting from photo- 
graphs from the gratings made by the ruling 
machine, with other maps of the spectrum 
made by ordinary measure tand drawing. 
The task was abandoned for the simple rea- 
son that no comparison is possible, so great 
was the measure of accuracy in favor of the 
work whose foundation was by the 
Mttle machine with the diamond int. 
Summed up, the result of this machine's 
work has been to practically place the solar 
spectrum itself ore the student. Thereis 
no drawing, distorted, and full of errors 
of wave length and intensity. In the first 
place, it will be seen the measurements are 
accu itself. Then the photograph is the 
work the sun itself. mbine absolute 
accuracy with the action of the sun in this 
respect, and the combination can never be 
equaled, to say nothing of exceeding it.

Specialists Among “Trimmers.” 

, ‘The specialist is an exponent of the highest 
class of the reclaimers of waste. He hasa 
definite object in his search and a sure mar- 
ket for the proceeds. He ma} buy up worn- 
ut harness and sell it again to be trans- 
ormed in part into new harness and in — 
into other products. He may confine him- 


self to the purchase of hats—old hats such . 


as no respectable individual would wear, 
- erownless. or rimless. These he selis, to be 
made over by a reduction to the raw material 
and a passage through the same process by 
which they were first made. He may take old 
shoes as his province and, according as 
they are little or much worn, get rid of 
them to various manufacturers, the lowest 


. stage of their existence being in the form

BYOLYED FROM A DRY GOODS BOX 


House on the South Side Which Under 
the Hands of Two Boys Has Grown 
from a Packing Case. 


Chicago has numberless fine buildings. 
At bas also more than a few poor ones. But 
with all its variety of architecture it has only 
one, according to latest reports, which was 
‘originally manufactured out of a dry goods 
box. 

Some months ago a couple of boys, home- 
less, in all probability, and workless at all 
events, procured a large packing case and 
get it up on end in the rear of a lot near In- 
diana avenue and Thirteenth street. Pre- 
sumably they used it as a sleeping apart- 
ment originally. More they could hardly 
have Gone. It must have been a pretty tight

PREPARATIONS FOR. THE CIRCUS. 


Barnum & Bailey Begin First Engage- 
ment in Coliseum Tomorrow Night. 
The first circus season In the Chicago Col- 
iseum will be inaugurated tomorrow night, 
when the Barnum & Bailey show begins its 
first engagement in Chicago under roof. The 
Monday afternoon performance will be omit- 
ted on account of the extreme length of the 
parade route. The parade will be made over 


the following streets: 

Sixty-first street to South Park avenue, to 
Sixty-third street, to Halsted street, to Mad- 
ison street, to State street, to Peck court, to 
Wabash avenue, to Cottage Grove avenue, 
to Fifty-fifth street, to Jefferson avenue, to 
Bixtieth street, to Madison avenue, to Sixty- 
first street, to the Coliseum. 

The show will arrive in Chicago over the 
Erie road early tomurrow morning, and the 
large number of ardent devotees of the 
horse and the elephant who delight in seeing 
the circus unloaded from the special trains 
will be compelled to get up before daylight. 
The unloading will be done at the Englewood 
station. 

A large amount of work has been done on 
the Coliseum Building the last week in 
fitting the interior for the purposes of the 
show. The circus seats, with a‘row of pri- 
vate boxes, have been arranged about the 
arena in the southern end of the building. 
The hippodrome track, within which the 
three circus rin and the elevated plat- 
forms are located, is 112 feet wide and 320 
feet long. The seats which encircle it will 
hold nearly 20,000 people, and each seat, 
even the gallery seats, is provided with 
coupon tickets. The menagerie is at the 
seuthern end of the building, where the main 
entrance is to be. Oriental! India will be lo- 
cated in the same part of the building, and 
the orchestra will occupy a hanging band 
stand midway in the building so that it can 
be heard equally from both menagerie and 
circus seats. ' 

After Monday night there will be. perform- 
ances at 2 o’clock in the afternoon and 8 
o’clock at night, but the man or woman who 
waits for the opening hour before enfering 


the buildiag will lose a part of the pleasure 
that has been prepared for visitors. Jo- 
hanna, the menagerie, Oriental India, and a 
fine musical concert all belong to the pre- 
liminary hour before the ring performance 
begins, and together they will form a most 
interesting show.

Above all else 
in the show, to lovers of fine horses, will be 
the number when John O’Brien, the trainer, 
sits upon a beautiful pure blooded white 
Arab on a pedestal in the center ring, while 
fifty other thoroughbreds circle around him 
and perform intricate evolutions at his word 
of command.

Good interference is the kind that moves 
rapidly ahead of the runner with the ball, so 
that he does net have to slow up to prevent 
his overrunning it, and which yet holds its 
formation securely. 


Good Runs. 

. Never be deceived in thinking a good run 
has been made when the man merely goes 
across the field. Many an otherwise zood 
player loses his chance to make a utiversity 
name from the fact that he runs too far 
across the field, or even runs back. 
advance that counts, and not the distance 
over which the runner passes, and the 
spectator should always bear this-in mind, 
and he will not then make erroneous judg- 
ments about the quality of a man’s playing. 

kicking is the kind which, while al- 
ways high enough to enable the ends to get 
down under it, nevertheless gains a congid- 
erable distance for the side making the kick. 
In playing against the wind kicks must nec- 
essarily be low and strong. In play!ng with 
the wind they should be high in order that 
the wind may get its full effect upon the ball. 
When a side is so near the opponents’ goal 
that a kick will drive the ball across the goal 
line either a drop kick should be tried or 
else a punt should be made over toward the 
side of the field crossing the touch line be- 
fore it does the goal line. For if it crosses 
the goal line the opponents can bring it out 
twenty-five yards, whereas crossing the side 
line they must put it in play where it crosses 
the line, and it may result in their being 
obliged to make a safety. There is a good 
deal of skill displayed im this kicking, and 
the quality of a full back or a kicking back 
should be judged considerably on his ability 
to do this. : 

Test of a Punt-Ont. 

The punt-out is a rather delicate proceed- 
ing and hot often resorted to. To punt-out 
well a man should be able to land the ball 
so that the man catching it is considerably 
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For instance, a tackle 
breaks through wmmed , and. the runner 
goes by him out towa he end, but not very 
wide—that is, the runner swings a hele 
after passing the tackle. A tired or lazy end, 
moving slowly, is caught by the interfer- 
ence, and the runner gets a good gain be- 
fore being brought down by the half back. 
This disgusts the tackle, as he knows that 
every one thinks it was his fault that the 
man got by, and after a few such plays— 
where really the tackle is doing exactly 
what he should, and the whole fault lies 
in the end being too slow, lazy or tired— 
the tackle does not go through hard and 
fast, but moves out as he sees the inter- 
ference going, and really becomes a sec- 
ond end instead of a tackle. Reasoning, 
then, upon this basis, we make the end play

Still more, they are in this respect 
secondary men at the best, and the fact that 
a tackle failed to get down quickly under 
a kick would never lead to a full back’s 
shortening his distance or waiting. The 
same may be said of a guard, except that 
the increased opportunity of quietly loafing 
that is extended to men cramped up in the 
center makes it imperative that the competi- 
tion for the places should be very keen. 
Were it not for this, four guards would be 
enough.

, he must be satisfied to work slowly, zteadily, 
and patiently toward bringing a formed 
interference that shall grow more und more 
severe as it swings into shape at the end 
of the line and circles for the critical point. 
Men in a Complete Interference. 

Such an interference, to be perfect, should 
carry a guard, quarter, and one back, with 
the runner around the peak. One of these 
three goes over or out in making sure that 
the last man of the enemy’s extended line 
dies without a chance of following. The 
extra men who, beside the above; assist in 
the long interference may be the far end 
and the third back; Thus we shall have, in 
a complete interference, the quarter, guard, 
two backs, and an end. (This chapter will 
not deal with the plays themselves, but a 
reference to other chapters of the work will 
show the exact position of the individual 
players in the execution of various kinds of 
interference.) 

The next step in the general training for 
offensive team play is the blocking of the 
line-men. Naturally, this Is a part of the 
individual department as well, but it is so 
necessary to the development of team play 
that it requires a few words under this head. 

Ordinary: blocking consists of merely pre- 
venting the opponent from getting through 
and spoiling the play. Blocking in the team 
sense adds the feature of .getting the op- 
ponent into the most unfortunate position 
possible, so far as his hopes of taking any 
part in the subsequent stopping of any run- 
ner are concerned. For example, it is far bet- 
ter to get an opponent moving in the oppo- 
site direction from that he eventually finds 
he should have taken than to merely hoid 
him in his position, for in the first case he 
also interferes with his own men, who may 
have diagnosed the play better than himself. 
This is the underlying principle of team play 
in blocking~-to make the opponent actually 
help in the interference. 

Next, the forwards should be ever ready 
in case of emergency to take hold of their 
own runner and drag him forward. In al- 
most all line plays there has come a moment 
when, before the runner has gone down, he 
is so situated with regard to one of his own 
rushers as to make it possible for that rusher 
to give him a pull of several feet, perhaps 
even yards.

in getting on their feet when the play has to 
be particularly continuous in point of re- 
peated plunges by these three men. With 
this help and the moral force of such en- 
couragement three good backs can smash a

Opening for a Plunge. 

Coming now to legitimate openings, th 
are different varieties of openings necessary 
for different runs. The opens for a plunge: 
through the line on a fake kick, where the 
half dashes through on his own side of the 
line, should not be much more than merely 
ng the opponents in their , and 
preventing their falling or throwing them- 
selves down across the opening. It is a very 
small hole that is wanted, and that only for 

an instant of time. 

Farthest removed from that style of open- 
ing is that required for a *‘ round the end” 


y run (that is, practically, between the end 


and tackle), with the swinging interference 
that such a run entails. This opening is us- 
ually effected by the end and tackle boxing 
in the tackle while a of the interference 
forces the end out. e opening must be a 
_wide one, for anything less is likely to be 
choked up before the runner can get by. 

It is this kind of an opening that requires 
long blocking, for the runner must follow his 


loose from it too early in the usually vain 
attempt to go through alone, How edrly 
such an cpening should be made depends 
upon the starting speed of the runner and 
his interference, but it issafeto say that the 
later the real opening comes, so long as it 
comes before the main interference reach 
the turn, the better. For it then enables the 
men.to hem in the rush line half, whereas, 
if the opening be made early, he will extri- 
cate himself in time to smash the interfer- 
ence before it gets well into line. 


Wrong Time for Openings. 


Interference met behind the line almost in- 
variably loses half its dash through lack of 
eonfidence, and goes back against the run- 
ner, taking the pluck out of himaswell. On 
the other hand, if the interferers once fairly 
‘reach the opening, they are confident as well 
as strong, and the feeling that they have 
already partly gained their end often enables 
them to carry the runner well past the diffi- 
cult spot. The runner himself seldom gets 
on his real swing and dash until‘he actually 
feels -that. he has. reached the striking point 
-—then he has every muscle tense, and he 
makes his supreme effort. For all ‘these 
reasons, therefore, the: opening should be 
rathér a trifle late than too soon. °° 

An opening for a tackle coming around 
should be of a different character from that 
made fora running. back. The inside man 
around Whom he isto circle should crowd his 
opponent back as well as to the side, while 
the man outside his opening may, if he be 
clever, even let his opponent through after a -

VARIOUS METHODS OF TEAM PLAY. 


Hard Task of the Captain in Bringing 
It About. 

In discussion of team play it has almost 
invariably been assumed that the maximum 
development of that characteristic of the 
game is attained when eleven men play to- 
gether as a unit. Unfortunately for Captain 
and coach this assumption fails to cover the 
case adequately. Primarily such attain- 
ment presupposes the presence of the same 
eleven men through many days and weeks 
of practice. This not the most lucky coach 
can ever hope for, or, if he hopes for it, he 
is doomed to disappointment, and ty a suc- 
eession of such disappointments he becomes 
wisé enough fo admit, at least to himself, 
that he must plan beyond the point laid 
down in the books. He must make twenty 
men play as a- unit, or, rather, fit twenty 
or more men.so that any eleven of them sc- 
lected by himself or by the hand of a stern 
fate may show signs of having acted in con- 
cert upon former occasions. 

When Team Play Beging. 

To reach, then, the real bottom 6f team 
play one must begin at the selection of the 
candidates at the very outset of the season. 
The usual formula recited by the uninitiated 
is that team play does not begin until late in 
the season. Strictly the “‘ play ’’ part does 
not, or, at least, it does not come into prom- 
inence or even evidence until then. But the 
coach, who ts responsible for it, must take 
up that branch of the play when the crowd 
of motléy candidates first appears upon the 
field in the early fall. 

The reason for this is not a far-fetched 
one, but after a few seasons appears too 
real. It is that the positions vary greatiy 
in their demand for material. To state the 
ideal numbers for each position is, perhaps, 
to set too arbitrary a requirement before the 
coach, but it may serve as a pattern or 
guide which will aid him materially. There 
should be four centers, six- guards, six 
tackles, eight ends, four quarters, and twelve 
backs, of whom six should be punters. That 
gives us the quota of forty men, who repre- 
sent a servicéablé football squad. In the 
larger colleges and universities the number 
is usually doubled during the first quarter 
of. the season, and sometimes during more 
than half the season, but if team play is to 
be successful the time when the candidates 
reach forty should see them approximately 
thus divided. 

Actual Nambers for Each Position. 

Perhaps the importance of this plan can- 
not be better brought out than by a brief il- 
lustration. Take, for imstance, the state- 
ment that there should be eight ends in the 
early part of the season. Why more ends 
than tackles; and what has the actual num- 
ber of candidates for any one position to do 
with team play? Aside from any question 
of the number likely to be injured during the 
season, which is more or less guesswork, 
there is a most solid and convincing argu- 
ment to show that eight ends are required. 
Primarily, there are two wanted for the 
first and two for the second eleven to fill up 
the regular numbers. The four extra men 
are made.use of’to teach the backs how to 
Kick, or, rather, to, keep them up to form 
in punting, and also to make the tackles 
properly perform thefr work. 

It is all simple enough when one considers 
what the faults are that backs and tackles 
surely pick up and that hurt the team play 
most seriously. The back has been prac- 
ticing punting more or less during the late 
summer, and from the very fact that he is 
a eandidate for the position one can con- 
clude that he is a fair kicker. The first days 
of practice come, and the ends are not, of 
course, in really first-class condition, so that, 
naturally, after running down the field a few 


times, under the punting, of the back, they. 


“go slow.”” The back sees this and does not 
kick so far,’ because he fears the opposing 
full will run the ball back behind inter- 
ference, and make a good gain. Within a 
short time the full back has actually reduced 
his kicking, in point of distance, to corre- 
spond td the inferior work oftiredends. To 
prevent this we put in the first set of ends, 
and tell them that they must get down under 
the kick, if it takes all their winG out of them 
in five minutes, and just as soon as a man 
goes a bit slow we put in one of the fresh 
ends. With four of them we can keep con- 
stantly changing, and the back has to keep 
his kicking extended, and cannot use as an 
excuse for a short kick the fact that the ends 
did not get down under his former one. 


ton Tackles. 


As to the way the same fault affects the 


tackles: With the work of getting down 
the field under kicks and general play, an 
‘end is kept busy enough, so that, if tired, 


he begins to let the tackle do work out to- 
ward the end, which spoils the tackle for

to two guards, or two tackles to form.a team. 
But the center man must learn to’ gét out 
into the play, and that, for # heavy man, 
takes wind and endurance, and when the 
heavy man gets tired, he stops and stands 
around, letting his quarter and guards do too 
much, and thus altering what should be 
a normal proportion of work. 
Quarter in Team Play. 

Four quarters are the equivalent of eight 
ends, and are necessary on account of the 
importance of getting the quarter out into 
the interference. This is exhausting, and, 
as soon as the quarter slows up, he should, 
like the end, be replaced by a fresh man, 
If he is not, then the interference slows up 
to let him get in his place, the runner slows 
up to let his interference reach the liné, and 
there is not a man in the whele combination 
who does not begin to retrograde. And yet, 
in late season, when the team is maons 
strong opponents, no one can tell what is 
the matter with the interference! 

Finally, the reason for the twelve backs is 
eusily apparent to any one who has tried 
to take a team through a season, It i8 not 
necessary that more than half of the num- 
ber should be punters, as one can generally 
count upon using two running backs to 
one kicking back. But the running backs 
get far more to do on the defensive, and 
hence are more liable to injury. 

After, then, making an attempt in the 
very earliest selection of candidates to se- 
cure approximately the above proportions 
(and if the first quota varies greatly from 
this to adapt and shift the men about early 
so us ta-conform in as short a space of time 
as practicable to these numbers), the coach 
is ready to consider’ what may be done 
towards team play, while the real work 
is still largely individual. At the risk of 
exciting some controversy, perhaps, but with 
a thorough conviction that in the long run 
the statement will be found correct, let it 
be said that team work on the offensive 
should start with'the guard’s position. The 
general method has been to begin offensive 
team play with a.number of interferers 
massing out for a run at the tackle hole 
or around the end, The effect of this be- 
ginning is always to delay the practice of 
genuine team ‘play until after the ordinary 
straight runs have been used for some 
days and weeks. Then the interference 
must all be begun by really a Cea gg 
movement in point of speed. That is, i 
order to get the interference into form, 
the plays are almost walked through, or at 
best gone through at but half speed. 


Proper Sequences. 

But with the proper beginning and a proper 
sequence of work this element of slowness 
can be largely avoided, and, best of all, team 
play, though not of a marked character, 
may be initiated with the very outset of the 
season. It may reasonably be ¢dcmanded 
of a properly trained guard that he shall be 
the first man to get off for the point to be 
assaulted. His first duty is that of blocking 
his man and getting away. He must block 
long enough to save his quarfer, but that oc- 
cupies almost an infinitesimal moment of 
time. His next study is on which side of 
the quarter to pass, and this depends wholly 
upon the immediate play. In a majority of 
cases he goes between the center rush and 
the quarter, but there are matiy plays upon 
the making of which he should go behind the 
quarter. 

This play of the guard is the iniilal] step 
toward offensive team play, and should be. 
Grilled into the candidates from the very 
start. There is a notion prevalent that to 
have the guard begin early to learn to get out 
into the interference hurts his blocking. This 
is erroneous, even in its theory, still more 
in its practice. The guards who makc the real 
successes of the year are not only strong 
in interference, but never let their quarters 
suffer by the breaking through of an oppo- 
nent. The very fact of the necessity of get- 
ting clear of his opponent rapidly spurs the 
guard to increased study of the possibilities 
of ingenious methods’ for keeping the oppo- 
nent safe and out of reach of the play. 

Second Step in Team Offense. 

The next step in team offense is to get 
the quarter out into the interference, or, in 
the cases where he ts to follow later, to 
render himself serviceable to the play in 
either making it safe or adding the neces- 
sary pus This is not such a task as teach- 
ing the gtard, but it should be begun early 
in the season, or a team will find that when 
the quarter endeavors to take it up he has 
become accustomed to passing from a stand- 
still, and is therefore “ off ” in his passing, 
because he has a new and additional duty 
to think of. At first the quarter may make 
bad work“of the attempt to do two things 
at once, but he must be encouraged and ju- 
diciously criticised until he can land the ball 
with accuracy every time while he starts 
off “‘on the jump” himself for his proper 
position in the play. 

Having thus attended to the guard and 
quarter, it will be found that the nucleus 
around which is to be.buillt a strong, eneedy 
interference has come ahnost of itself, There 
is no ‘great amount of hurry about adding 
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stout line for fifteen minutes at a stretch 
before they Jose their, dash, “~’ hepa 
Final Aid to'the Runner. 

Tie assistance to be rendered by pushing 
a runner after he strikes the line Is of late 
years well understood, and almost all teams 
put it in active practice. There is no reason 
why this should not be inculcated early in 
the season, for it does not in any way inter- 
fere with individual development. It is a 
matter of skill, too, more largely than is gen- 
erally supposed. A runner, for instance, 
pushed from the hips and in a line with his 
direction, keeps his feet well, gains greatly 
in momentum, and can keep his eyes open 
for chances. A runner pushed above the 
hips or not in the line in which he is going Is 
likely to be upset, and may, in trying to save 
himself, fumble the ball. The strangeness 
of being pushed often causes a runner at 
first to object, to say that it bothers him, and 
that he can do better without it, but after be- 
coming accustomed to it he always finds the 
value of it. The most successful example of 
this added force is usually exhibited in the 
case of a good end and tackle working to- 
gether on a tackle run. The drive of this 
pair when they come swinging at a line low 
and hard is a bad thing to face. 

While it is hopeless to attempt rapid play 
during the first few days, the coach who ex- 
pects to develop team play must not let more 
than a week or ten days go by before he be- 
gins work upon the subject of lining-up 
quickly. There can be no team play on the 
offense or defense if there be a laggard on 
the line. Every man'must jump for his place 
as soon as the referee has called the ball 
down: in. fact, as will be seen later, On Se- 
quences of plays, when the ball is in posses- 
sion of his own side, there may be times 
wheh & mah must get in place when he sees 
his runner coming down. 

How to Hurry the Play. 

One of the best methods of hurrying the 
play early in the season is to take the center 
men aside before beginning the practice and 
tell them privately that you want them to 
see how fast they can drive the team, and 
that for the first ten minutes you want'them 
to jump for the ball the moment it is down. 
Then tell the quarters the same thing, only 
in addition that they shall give the signal on 
the run for the lineup, no matter whether it 
is a good play or not. If the ends are slow 
let the quarter work in a kick on the first 
down. several times. If the guards aré slow 
in lining up let him give straight line buck- 
ing by a half. . 

Defensive team play should be begun by 
instructing some pair of men,to help each 
other out in word and act. For example, 
take the guard and tackle. Tell each sep- 
arately the strength and weakness of the 
ether, and then explain how they must ald 
one another by supplemental work. If they 
have good heads they will take it up readily. 
There should be no loud calling out of what 
the opponents are likely to do. That sort of 
work often does more harm than good. But 
a general caution, such as “ Look out fora 
fake!’ or something of that kind, is all 
right. Especially should the two men learn 
that they are responsible for results—not 
merely from their acts, but what comes from 
those acts. This brings about unselfish team 
play and does away with a host of excuses. 
The relations of the various positions one 
toward the other are described in another 
chapter. 

Racks on Defense. 

Defensive play by the backs in team work 
should be practiced on the regular field of 
play, and.also in the kicking practice. One 
of the best theories is that of the formation 
of a triangle by three men whenever a kick 
is to be caught. This triangle is, of course, 
a very loose arrangement and subject to 
much modification, but whenever the kick is 
high enough, or there is time, two men should 
eventually reach the proximity of the man 
catching the ball in time to be of service to 
him in interfering or in saving a muff or 
fumble. 


OPENING HOLES FOR LINE. PLAYS.. 


Development of System of Interfer- 
ence as Now Used. 

The cardinal point for the men makitg a 
hole in the line to bear in mind is, “* What 
is the object of the hole?’ A hole may be 
opened merely to deceptively draw the quar- 
ter and a half back over to that side of the 
line. Such a hole should be opened early, 
and as widely and with as much demonstra- 
tion of force as possible. The men who, like 
the quarter and half, are behind the line, 
are seldom able to closely follow the course 
of the ball, and they depend more upon the 
appearance of the line to tell where the at- 
tack is being made than upon any ability to 
actually see the man with the ball. Mere 
demonstrations like that mentioned above 
are often. wonderfully effective in drawing 
these protecting and defensive players over 
to the wrong side of the line, . 

- Then, too, a hole may be opened for the 
& 


at guard or center are wholly different again 
from any thus far mentioned. These open- 
ings dre not mate until the push part of the 
play has’ practically lost its force. As long 
as the mass is moving forward it Is utterly 
bad football to make any opening. 
Progress is all that is wanted, and the line 
men -in ‘front of the mass should stick to- 
gether shoulder to shoulder until they find 
themselves brought almost to a standst!1l. 
Then; ‘with a final effort. they tear them- 
selves ‘apart, carrying a break into the op- 
posing wall through which the runner, with 
the added push he is recéiving from behind, 
and from the sides, slips, and, should he 
come clear, steps out for himself. 

An opening made before the mass has done 
its work almost invariably means an alley 
way for the opponents to reach the runner 
and stop him before he has gained a foot, 
and sometimes with actual loss of ground. 

Don’t Let the Enemy In. 

Dan’t open the door for the enemy to come 
tn, but for the sortie to go out. And this 
leads us to another maxim that the line men 
should always bear in.mind. In all mass or 
push ‘plays the door must always open out- 
ward. In runs by the tackle and guard the 
door may open in, but the hinges must be 
on the outside. ’A door opens outward when 
the runner's men who line the opening are in 
opponents’ territory; it opens inward when 
the opponents have broken through the line, 
but are pocketed or blocked off to either 
side. When a team has thoroughly pos- 
sessed itself of the idea that there must be 
no double hinge in these doors, that under 
no circumstances must the door slam back 
into the faces of the bunch of runners, then 
that team has reached a time of high de- 
velopment—the time when its greatest 
game should be played. 

To carry out the idea of the door in the line, , 
let us take up an ordinary push play be- 
tween guard and center. Here tmagine 
that the door is a double one, its two sides 
formed by the guard and center.. The play 
starts, the pushing mass crowding directly 
upon these two men with the runner in a 
straight line behind the crack that will 
eventually become an opening between these 
two line men. Everything moves ahead a 
step or two, then, as. progress . becomes 


checked, the guard swings himself forward 


and out toward the tackle, the center swings 
himself forward and out toward his other 
guard, and the mass of tightly packed play- 
ers with the runner, and possibly the quar- 
ter at its peak, goes through the: opening 
doors as they sweep aside the attacking 
party, ° 

Next, take the run by a tackle between the 


’ tackle and end. At the instant that the ball 


is put in play the tackle on the side toward 
which the run is coming manages to get 
squarely in front of his opponent. The 
chances are that that opponent does not deé- 
sire to go inside, but has been instructed to 
go outside his man. This. the tackle will 
have been able to discover with a fair meas- 
ure of certainty some time earlier in the 
game. If he is sure of this he can take a 
decided step outward just as the ball is put 
in play, protecting the inside course slightly 
by keeping his leg and thigh still in front of 
his man. At the same moment the half 
jumps boldly forward and to the outside of 
the tackle. On some teams the end also 
closes in quickly. The far half and the full 
back make straight for the space well out, 
but still inside the opposing end. 

The door that is now opening may be im- 
agined again as a double door, but it does 
not swing as tn the push play. On the con- 
trary, the outside half of it is opening in; 
that is, the man farthest from the runner 
reaches the line first and the man just be- 
hind him is the insi man, and between 
them they should pin the end, who at the 
last moment sees that he must come in to 
reach the runner. The inside half of the 
door ‘formed by the tackle, half, and end is 
opening out, the end being the farthest to- 
ward the opponents’ goal, the half next, and 
the tackle at the hinge. This half of the 
door should pin behind it the opposing tackle 
and rush-ling half as the runner himself 
goes through, aiming in a diagonal line for 
the edge of the field and only turning in after 
he passes his own end. 

We speak of this door opening in, with the 
hinge on the outside, because, as the tackle 
comes, the inner half of the door formed by 
the tackle, half, and end is much Jess mova- 
ble and performs its duty satisfactorily if !t 
merely holds its own, while the outer half 
having only the end against it appears to 
him asa real doot and toward that he run3, 
almost rubbing his shoulders along it as he 
goes through. It must open in of necessity, 
since the ‘end has probably so far advanced 
that he will be met inside the runner's ter- 


ritory. 
Classification of Openings. 
Almost all openings may be classed under 
one or the other of these two heads. Straight 
runs into the line are after the fashion of 
push plays, except that the door opens 
sharply, and before the runner quite reaches 
it. “Around the end” ‘runs are usually 
made inside the end, and the door fs like that 
for the run of a tackle or geoeke . : 
As for the individual work in opening

Dislike to Give Ages. 


Last Tuesday a womhn applied for regis- 
tration, and she evidently was so young that 
the judges asked her age. She said she waa 
19. The fact that she was married and a 
mother caused her to believe she could vote, 
but she was told to wait until she was 21. 

In several of the precincts of the city, at 
the registration of two years ago, women were 
Questioned as to their age. The women’s 

clubs took up the matter, and this year no 
complaints of such “ impertinence ” on the 
part of judges have been heard. 

A remarkable feature of the heavy regis- 
tration on last Tuesday is the slump in the 
female registration. While exact figures are 
not to be had, it is admitted that it is hardly 
over 3,000 in the whole city. Two years ago 
80,000 women registered, and 24,000 voted. 
It is explained seriously that the discrepancy 
of 6,000 votes between the registered and 
polled votes of women was due almost en- 
tirely to the unpleasant impressions women 
acquired when they registered and which 
they did not want to encounter again. They

Machinery of Registration. 

.Much of the oil with which the election 
machinery is hubricated is furnished by the 
urbane and even-tempered chief clerk of the 
Board of Election Commisshoners, Isaac N. 
Powell—or “‘ Ike,’”’ as everybody knows him. 
This is the time of year when Mr. Powell 
needs all the encouragement of Job’s ex- 
ample to smooth out the snarls with a‘ski!l- 
ful hand, and prevent riot calls from being 
sent in from the third floor of the City Halli 
every few minutes. Irate citizens who 
imagine they have been bulldozed or de- 
frauded have to be reasoned with, and, worse 
than that, ignorant and stupid judges and 
clerks must be shown their errors and ad- 
monished to correct them. It is as difficult 
to get good men to serve as judges and clerks 
of election as it is to get good jurors. They 
are not paid enough to make it a desirable 
job with the average citizen, and it is ‘not to 
be wondered at that incompetents are found 
sometimes in the army of men thus ein- 


* ployed. 


There are 934 precincts in the city—one 
more than last spring. One was added in 
the Nineteenth Ward by the division of a 
precinct which cast over 450 votes—the limit 
set by law—at thespring election. These 934 
precincts are manned by 2,802 judges and 
1,868 clerks, a total of 4,770. They,are ap- 
portioned between the three political par- 
ties, the Republicans and Popocrats each 
having a clerk in each precinct, and the Re- 
publicans, Popocrats, and Populists each 
having one of the three judges. Thus, it 
will be seen, by means of the fusion effected 
this fall between the Popocrats and Popu- 


lists, they will have two out of three judges 


in every precinct in the city. They are se- 


lected anew every February. 

The judges and clerks earn their salaries. 
They receive $3 per day, or $12 for an elec- 
tion, requiring nominally four days’ work— 
iwo for registration, one for revision, and 
ene for election day. Then they are com- 
pelled to go to the Election Commissioners’ 
office for the books, and take them back 
again each time, eight trips in all, additional 
to their four days’ work, and they putina 
fair day’s labor in counting the votes elec- 
tion night. The latter duty, as a matter of 
fact, figures officially as a day’s work in 
place of the work of fevision, for which 


they receive no compensation. 


Registration Increase in Chicago. 


The wonderful increase in the registration 
last Tuesday has been commented upon at 
length by the daily papers, but the following 
table comparing the first day’s registration 
of this fall with the fall registration for the 
last three years will be found of interest:

Chief Clerk Powell was asked to explain 
why it was that little or no police protection

the first place, of course, it is because the 


lawless, quarreling element seems to have no 
inclination to interfere with registration. We 
are compelled to strongly guard a few reg- 
istration places, but these are the excep- 
tion, and only in the tough neighborhoods 
where any kind of a crowd or excitement is 
liable to start a fracas, Ejection day, how- 
ever, {s the climax of the bitterness of the 
campaign, and the disorder comes naturally 
at the critical moment, when men’s passions 
overcome them. Then, again, there is more 
opportunity to do dirty work on election day. 
It counts then, for the vote not cast is lost, 
whereas the same tacties would be inef- 
fectual with the two days of registration pre- 
ceding.” 

It is said by local politicians and others in 
a position to know that the law prohibiting 
electioneering within 100 feet of the polls 
was never enforced in this city until last 
spring, when Chief Badenoch made it oper- 
ative.

HOTELS AT THEIR MERCY. 


HOW SUPPOSEDLY HONEST TRAVEL- 
ERS FILCH VALUABLE PROPERTY. 


Thousands of Dollars’ Worth of Arti- 
cles Taken Yearly from Chicago by 
People Who Would Feel Scandal- 
ized to Be Called Dishonest— 
Spoons, Towels, Silverware, and 
Bed Clothing Most Enticing—Ex- 
periences of Chicago Hotel Men, 


HERE has been a great deal of inter- 
esting talk among hotel managers in 
Chicago within the last few days 
apropos of the arrest of Mr, and Mra. 

Walter M. Castle, the wealthy residents of 
San Francisco, who were sent to jail in Lon- 
don on a charge of theft. When the trunks 
of the Castles were searched a spoon 
stamped with the name of the hotel at 
which they had been stopping was found, 
with several articles of merchandise, also 
said to have been stolen, The spoon was 
mentioned in the dispatches as one of the 
strongest pieces of evidence against the 
prisoners. This was the point which caused 


a lot of breezy gossip among the Chicago 


hotel men.

Cembination Lock to Protect 
Bodies from Pillage. 


The honorable and highly interesting trade 
cf body snatching may ere long receive its 
death blow. The progress of invention 
threatens it with ea future of non-existence. 
Its only hope, if the promise of the present 
is fulfilled, will be found in a combination 
with the respected profession of safe-crack- 
ing. 

This state of affairs has been hrought 
about by the efforts of an Illinois man, 
whose idea, though worked out some time 
ago, has but recently been put in practice, 
By his method the body buried may be made 
as safe from the hands of body-snatchers as 
though deposited in the vault at the.Sub- 
treasury. It is incased in a steel shell and 
protected by a combination lock, and the 
grave-robber who gets at it must needs be 
@ past master of the noble order of bank 


burglars. 

The first instance in which the 
has been made use of has recently occurred 
at Cincinnati. Jacob Guidi, a prominent 
citizen of that city, fell ill last summer, and 
from the first was possessed with the idea 
that his sickness would prove’fatal. The 
disease baffled physicians and Mr. Guidi be- 
came convinced that after his death the 
physicians would endeavor to get possession 
of his body for purposes of investigation. 
His belief in this was so strong that it in- 
fluenced his relatives to promise that he 
should be buried so that body-snatchers 
could not get at him. For this purpose they 
set about procuring a burglar-proof coffin 
and in the course of their search came upon 
the invention which seems to have solved 
the problem. ‘ 

The device procured is the invention of 
Paul Guerson of Cairo, IH., and consists of 
a patent ghoul-proof coffin. In one con- 
structed on plans furnished by Mr. Guerson 
Mr. Guldi’s body was buried. 

Any kind of casket may be used with the 
patent, for it is only in the construction of 


cerned. The outer box, which takes the 
place of the ordinary wooden casket cover, 
is made of tested iron or steel and weighs 
from one to three tons, The one used at

This was 
forwarded to - Nicoll and was promptly 
returned with the intimation that it was not 
what was desired, while at the same time 
more explicit directions were given. Dr. 
Watson made another attempt, and the next 
week the first story of the “ Bonnie Brier 
Bush ” series appeared in print, | 

The full significance of the title which Dr. 
Watson has given to his book is not gener- 
ally understood. The Jacobites sang, 
“There grows a bonnie brier bush in our 
kailyard,’’ and wore the white rose as their 
emblem. A Highlander with Jacobite tradi- 
tions, Dr. Watson has always loved the sim- 
ple, beautiful flower, which is found in many 
country gardens in Scotland. When a title 
was needed for his volume the author chose 
this because the suggestion of the book is 
that in every garden, however small and 
humble, there may be a flower, The whole 
idea of his writing, Dr. Watson gays, “ is to 
show the rose in places wliere many people 
look for cabbages.’”’ His mission is to set 
forth what plain people, who do not analyze 
their feelings, really do and suffer. 

Dr. Watson was. born at Manningstree, 
Essex, England, Nov. 3, 1850, of Highland 
parents, who, when their son was 4 years of 
age, returned to Scotland. At 16 he went to 
Edinburg University and at 20. took the M. 
A. degree. He studied theology In New Col- 
lege, Edinburg. He was licensed to preach 
by the Free Church of Scotland in 1874 and 
was afterwards ordained pastor of the High- 
land Parish of Logiealmond—t. e., ‘‘ Drum- 
tochty.” From here he went to Glasgow, 
and. after remaining three y trans- 
ferred to Liverpool, where he has been for 
nearly sixteen years. 


It must be understood that while Ian Mac- — 


laren lays all his scenes in Drumtochty his 
character delineations are the resylt of ob- 
servation and intercourse throughout the 
whole of Perthsshire. Dr. Watson conceived 
the idea of writing such sketches as he has 
since published at an early period in his min- 
istry, and, indeed, completed several, but 
he was dissatisfied with them and destroyed 
them. At Glasgow and Liverpool he devoted 
himself entirely to ministerial work and did 
not take-up his pen again until approached 
by Dr. Nicoll. There is no more remorseless 
critic of his own work than Dr. Watson him- 
self, and it is seldom that he is not in cordial 
agreement with every unfavorable review.

QUEER CHURCH RITES OF TOAD HEAVEN 


Religious Sect in Ohio Which Prac- 
tices the Ancient Foot-Laving 
Ceremony—Its Odd Oustoms. 


The hamlet of Toad Heaven is away from 
the beaten path of commerce, in the extreme 
northwestern part of Jackson County in 
Ohio. Strangers seldom visit the place and 
the members of Toad Heaven community 
are ignorant of the outer world. 

The name of Toad Heaven applies to the 
hamlet, the community, and to the unsightly 
log church where this singular religious sect 
worships. The dwellers of this strange 
community are ignorant and superstitious. 
They came originally from Virginia, where 
they were prominent among the uneducated 
natives known as poor white trash. 

One who visited Toad Heaven. recently 
says the religious ceremonies in vogue in the 
community are grotesque and highly sensa- 
tional. Their “‘amens” and “ praise the 
Lords” are loud enough to shake the hills, 
and every month a foot-washing ceremony 
called a “‘ sacrament’”’ is performed as one 
of the church rites, corresponding to the. 
communion in civilized churches, 

Upon a recent Sunday, every member of the 
community present in the unsightly log 
church sat with bare feet awaiting a signal 
from a ,leader to commence a ceremony 
much needed by many feet, which were be- 
ing rubbed together under the seats. The 
men and women were armed with a towel, 
worn like a sash, and a tin basin which does 
secular duty at home. 

f a man’s memory happened to be good 
he would be able to remember a rather dis- 
jointed sermon delivered by an old man, 
who said itn part: “I hain’t prepared no 
discourse. The Lord says to his sarvants, 
‘git up and deliver yo’self, an’ at the same 
hour I'll fill yo’ mouth with utt’rance.’ I[ 
hain’t no larnin’ and never went to school, 
but I know I am a chosen servant to pint 
the way to sinners. Some men who have 
larnin’ ain’t Christians, an’ if they don’t 
reform everlastin’ hell will be their sheer of 
‘the Lord’s gifts. This foot-washin’ of our’n 
ain’t for the purpose of cleanin’ dirt from our 
feet, but it’s a sacrymint handed down to 
his faithfué followyers who washed his dis- 
cipules’ feet and dried them with a towel at 
the Last Supper.”’ 

The orator, encouraged by a chorus of 
amens, further declared that while he was 
not “One of o’yer polished, high-tonéd, 
stuckup preachers with fine clothes an’ 
standin’ collars an’ sinful souls,’’ he was 
** able to preach truths as the Lord puts ’em 
in my mouth.’’ Then he preached on the 
text, ‘‘ Where art thou?” He mever found 
out, nor did his Nsteners know where he was, 
but his agony was superb. In his rambling 
talk he became frenzied. 

The ceremonies of the feet-washing fol- 
lowed the sermon. In one corner of the 
church was a barrel of rain water, filled from 
the roof by a tin pipe let in through a win- 
dow. To it each woman went and filled her 
basin. Then each man commenced singing 
a hymn, and each woman, choosing not her 
husband, but any brother she wished, laved 
his feet, one at a time, inthe basin. Then 
she unwound the towel from her waist and 
wiped each foot dry. Then came the oppor- 
tunity of the. women to have their feet 
bathed by their brethren. The men went at 
it brusquely. Each woman sat and sang. 

After it all the members of the Toad 
Heaven sect sang a hymn and sought their

RINCETON,; N. J. Oct. 15.—{Special.]— 
Final preparations for the exercises 
to be held next week in celebration 
of Princeton’s 150th anniversary and 

the changing of the title from the Collegeof 
New Jersey to Princeton University have 
been completed. A committee composed of 
prominent trustees and members of the 
faculty has been working for over a year 
on the details, and as the result of its 
labors the old Town of Princeton is about 
to witness the largest celebration ever held’ 
im America’ in honor of any college. The

from the town.” Therefore it was voted ata 
meeting held at Elizabeth on Jan. 24, 1753, 
to fix the college at what they called “ the 
promised land at Princetown.” 

The corner-stone of Nassau Hall, named in 
honor of William III., was laid on Se 
1754. At the completion of the bui 
1754 the college was moved 
Princeton. From that time on the histo 
ro gag Hall is the history of Princeton Col- 
ege. : 

President Cleveland Will Be There. 

When President Cleveland steps forward 
to speak after reviewing the torchlight pro- 
cession next Wednesday night he will stand 
in the exact spot where Washington stood 
when he entered Nassau Hall after the 
battle of Princeton, and where the Conti- 
nental Congress adjourned after passing 
its formal vote of congratulation to Gen. 
Washington for his great efforts in estab- 
lishing American poy yet 

Not much is left of the original building 
except the four walls. About twenty years 
after its completion the war broke out and

townspeople are as enthusiastic over the 
coming events as the students. Two large 
triumphal arches have been erected across 
Nassau street. One is to be decorated with 
Princeton’s colors and the other will be 
distinctively a patriotic arch decorated 
with red, white, and blue. All the houses 
in the town are decorated with orange and 
black, and during the celebration every 
window in the dormitories will have a flag 
fluttering from it in the daytime and an 
orange colored lantern hung out at night. 
The program arranged for the three days 
will be interesting, On the first day, Tues- 
day, Oct. 20, the @elebration will be opened 
with religious service, beginning at 11 a. m. 
President Patton will deliver the discourse 
at this service. There will be a reception 
and introduction of delegates from other 
colleges and universities in Alexander Hall 
at 3 p. m. In the evening at 9 o’clock an 
orchestral concert will be given in Alexander 
New 


‘York. : 

The second day, Wednesday, Oct. 21, will 
be the great day for the alumni, and it is 
expected that the graduates will be present 
in large numbers. In the morning the ora- 
tion and poem will be delivered, the orator 
being Prof. Woodrow Wilson of the class of 
1879, representing the American Whig 


during the campaign in New Jersey, near 
Princeton, Nassau Hall was pressed into 
service as the barracks for both American 
and English troops. In 1777 the building was 
held by the Hessians, who were attemptihg 
to join Cornwallis, but Gen. Mercer suc- 
ceeded in keeping them cooped up in Prince- 
ton, and they retaliated by using Nassau 
Hall as their fort. Mercer’s cannon suc- 
ceeded in driving them out, but the damage 
done to the outside of the building by the 
bombardment and to the inside by the 
Hessians nearly ruined the College of New 
Jersey for the time being. Through the ef- 
forts of the trustees sufficient money was 
subscribed by men interested in the college, 
among whom were Washington and La- 
fayette, to immediately rebuild and refur- 
nish the building, and it was soon afterwards 
used as a meetinog place by the Continental 
Congress when it was driven from Phila- 
deiphia by the threats of the unpaid soldiers. 


Historte Old Nassau. 


One of the stories told of the old building 
is that a picture of George III. used to adorn 
one of the walls in the library. During one 
of the small engagements in Princeton, it 
is said, a round shot from an AiJerican 
cannon tore its way through the side of 
the building and decapitated the royal like- 
ness. The frame, however, was unfnjured 
and the trustees voted to expend 50 guineas 
for a portrait of Washington. This was 
done and the picture with its frame is still 
to be seen hanging in the room where Con- 
gress met. Twice the building was injured

The 
morning will be given up to announcements 
of endowments secured, the conferring of 
degrees, and the formal announcement of 
the university: title in Alexander Hall. In 
the evening there will be a concert by the 
Prjnceton Glee club, and a farewell recep- 
tion to the delegates in Assembly Hall. 

Princeton’s first charter was signed Oct. 
22, 1746, and the sésquicentennial cele bra-. 
tion will end on the 150th anniversary day 
of this event. 


A second charter was given to Princeton . 


Sept. 14, 1748, by Governor Belcher of the 
Province of New Jersey. Thés charter, with 
some amendments, is still the fundamental 
law of Princeton. After the War of the 
Reyolution the Legislature of New Jersey 
confirmed the second charter and it was ex- 
pressly provided that “those of every re- 
ligious denomination may have free and 
equal liberty and advantage of education in 
said college, any different sentiments in se~ 
ligion notwithstanding.” : 
Princeton’s Early History. 


Under President Dickinson the college was 
opened at Elizabeth. At his death, on Aug. 
7, 1747, it was removed to Newark, where

w. Joseph Grand Has Written the 
Story of the Enterprise from 1848 
to the Present Day. 


The story of the Chicago Stock-Yards h 
been written. It has come out under the 
title, *‘ The Illustrated History of the Un- 
ion Stock-Yards,’”’ by W. Joseph Grand, and 
it has been published by the Knapp Print- 
ing company. 

Mr. Grand, known in local newspaper cir- 
cles as “‘the man of ups and downs,” has 
writteh the story of the greatest stock- 
yards in the world, and has done it with 
spirit and accuracy. He rapidly sketches 
the growth of the great enterprise that gives 
a livelihood to one-fourth of the residents 
of Chicago, from its beginning away back 
in 1848, when John B. Sherman established 


‘the old Bull Head Stock-Yards’at the cor- 


ner of Madison street and Ogden avenue, 
down to the present time, when ‘there are 
daily *‘ offered up in sanguinary sacrifice to 
the necessities of man 15,000 hogs, 5,000 
cattle, and 5,000 sheep.”” He draws a strong 


contrast between those humble beginnings 


and the present colossus among stock mar- 
kets, which costs over $3,000,000 annually 
to run and which was bought by thé pres- 
ent company, partly made up of an English 
syndicate, for $23,000,000. 

“You can get quicker action for your 
money at the Stock-Yards than in any other 
piace on earth,” says Mr. Grand, This is 
a strong statement, in view of the fact 
that Monte Carlo has quite a’ reputation 
for quick action of a certain kind. But 


Mr, Grand is full of enthusiasm over his 


subject, and he has really treated it most 
commendably. His descriptions of the 
methods of the Stock-Yards are free from 
the gore that the reader might expect. His 
sketches of prominent and picturesque char- 
acters among the 40,000 people who occupy 
the Stock-Yards area are striking and 
humorous. Many of them will appeal 


‘strongly to readers who happen to have 


& personal acquaintance with the subjects 
of his sketches. The hints on horseback 
riding and sundry subjects of veterinary 
interest are practical, however unlovely 
they may be from a literary point of view. 
The half-tone illustrations from photo- 
graphs by O. Benson Jr. are remarkably 
artistic.
